EXPERT AUTHORITY. 

Assessor Maher of Hyde Park has written 
the following interesting letter, which is of 
importance to the taxpayers generally: 

To John P. Hopkins, eg. Chairman, and the 


MEN: In reply to yours of the 2ist inst. relative 
to taxation would answer the first question as 
follows: The proposition is a simple one and 
has nothing at all to do with the Assessor's valu- 
ation of property. It resolves itself into the 
question of rates entirely. Is the city rate of 
taxation lower or higher than the average rate 
in the different school districts of Hyde Park? 
The County Clerk informs me that the city rate 
(made up of State, county, park, city, and 
school levies) foots up $5:23 on each $100 of taxa- 
ble values, while the sixteen different school 
districts of Hyde Park vary from %.41, the 
lowest rate, up to 89.35, the highest. Now it is 
plain that if we go into the city we will 
have the city rate spread over the valuution 
turned in by me next month; if we stay in Hyde 
Park we will have the various rates of the differ- 
ent school districts spread on the same valua- 
tion. Therefore, as the city rate is lower, the 
taxpayer will be the gainer by just that per cent 
that the city rate bears to the rate in his partic- 
ular school district, and without going into fig- 
ures it will be readily seen that the saving will 
be large. running up to about 75 per cent in the 
highest school district. In regardto annexa- 
tion tending to increase values, it would occur 
to me that as we do not ehange our town gov- 
ernment the manner of making assessments will 
not be changed materially, especially as the city 
authorities have no voice on that particular sub- 
ject A. J. MAHER. 

These are the views of an officehoider who 
has made the assessments in Hyde Park for 
several years, and they are given in response 
to the inquiries: First, as to whether in the 
event of annexation the taxes would be 
lower; and second, as to whether annexa- 
tion would cause an increase of valuation.

Fortunately this did not 
happen, and he was finally conducted to the 
vessel, the isianders firing the royal salute 
of twenty-one guns and the Rosalind re- 
turning the compliment with a like number. 


All the British inhabitants of the islands it 


appears fied to the mainland, having been 
charged with treason against the Govern- 
mentor Ruatan.

STABBED BY A BURGLAR. | 


LENA WEBBER OF LA CROSSE, WIS., 
RECEIVES HER DEATH WOUND. 


Awakened at Midnight by the Presence of 
a Robber in Her Bedchamber, She At- 
tempts to Escape and Is Terribly 
Hacked by the Scoundrel— Her Death 
Imminent—Numerons Arrests Made and 
the Right Man Probably in Custody. 


La Crosse, Wis., June 27. — [Special.] — 
Great excitement was occasioned here at an 
early hour this morning by the murderous 
assault of a burglar upon a young lady of the 
North Side. About 1:30 o’clock Miss Kate 
Webber, about 20 years of age, was awak- 
ened by the presence of a man in her bed- 
chamber. In bed with her was her sister 
Lena, a girl of 18. The latter was asleep 
when Kate discovered the intruder, and was 
awakened by the conversation. The man 
was rummaging the bureau drawers when 
firs. seen, and Kate asked who was there. 
He ordered her to keep still, and threatened 
to blow her brains out. Regardless of his 
threat she repeated her question, and he re- 
plied that he Wanted money. She told him 
she had none, and to his inquiries as to the 
whereabouts of her husband she replied that 
he was in the next room. : 

The man coolly proceeded to go through 
the pockets of the clothing he found hung 
upon the hooks on the wall, and while thus 
engaged the younger sister attempted to es- 
cape from the room. She had almost reached 
the door leading to the next room when she 
stumbled over a basket that had been left on 
the floor. 

THE STABBING. 

This attractea the attention of the burglar 
and, springing to her side, he caught her, 
and holding her with one arm he plunged a 
knife, which he nad been holding in the 
hand disengaged, into her body. He then 
drew the blade upward diagonally, cutting a 
gash almost ten inches in length. The 
blade entered on the right side, a little in 
front of the spinal column near the tenth 
rib, and was drawn to the thorax. The 
depth of the gash was sufficient to expose 
the left lobe of the lung at the upper ex- 
termity of the laceration. The poor girl was 
then released, ana staggered into the next 
room, where she fell against the centre ta- 
ble. knocking from it alamp. This noise 
awakened a younger brother who was sleep- 
ing up stairs, and he hurried below. 

The noise caused by tne fall of the girl had 
frightened the burglar, but before leaving 
he struck at the sister, who remained in bed. 
She sprang to the back of the bed and barely 
missed the murderous blow aimed at her. 
The burglar then hurried through the win- 
dow by which he had entered, and was seen 
by some ra'lroad-men who were passing on a 
switch engine as he left the porch. He jumped 
the fence and soon disappeared in the dark- 
ness. 

SEARCHING FOR THE BURGLAR. 

The police were ipgformed of the crime 
within fifteen minutes after its occurrence, 
and the entire force, with the Sheriff and 
his deputies, were soon scouring the city. 
The perpetrator of the crime had little op- 
portunity to escape, and it is believed that he 
is one of nine tramps who are held by the of- 
ficers out of a total of twenty-seven arrests. 
Several clews are being worked upon, but 
nothing positive has been discovered. 

One of the men arrested was a vicious- 
looking fellow, who was taken from the Bur- 
lington train at Onalaska about 3 o’clock 
this morning. He goton as the train pulled 
through North La Crosse, He had a knife 
ou ls person w 
supposed to have been blood stains. A lady’s 
shawl-pin and a few trinkets were found on 
him, but they were not identified at the Web- 
ber residence. 

All the suspects are tramps, and it is more 
than probable that the culprit is now behind 
the bars of the jai) here, but the work cf 
securing the proof is most difficult. The 
clews that must de followed are compara- 
tively unimportant. he young woman who 
conversed with the burglar states that she 
recognized an Irish accent in hi&speech, and 
believes that no disguise in this direction 
was attempted. Five of the men detained 
are of Irish extraction, including the man 
arrested at Onalaska, men uoned above, 

PROBABLY A STRANGER. | 

That the assailant was a stranger is gen- 
eraily believed. The Webber family have a 
comfortable, attractive home, but they are 
not rich people, and a local thief would not 
have selected their residence as one to be 
robbed. The burglar is believed to have 
formed the impression that the house was 
the property of some railroad man, and to 
have known that tne Milwaukee pay-day nad 
just passed: Burglaries were attempted at 
other North Side residences last nignt, but 
failed of success. 

The excitement over the affairis intense, 
and if the criminal could be found the ex- 
cited populace would doubtless make short 
work of him. It was thought that the giri 
could not possibly survive the night when a 
physician reached her, but she is alive this 
evening, though the chances for her recov- 
ery are small.

Central Rajlroad was tabled. 

L. H. Bisbee, D. T. Harris, C. F. Coffin, F. 
H. Watriss, and Robert Pierson presented an 
ordinance asking for a franchise for the con- 
struction of one or more inlet cribs in Lake 
Michigan not less than one mile from shore, 
between Fifty-fifth and Eighty-seventh 
streets. They desire to construct one or 
more tunnels connecting therewith and build 
a pumping works and lay supply pipes in 
various parts of the village. The object is 
to furnish water to the Town of Calumet and 
Washington Heights. ‘They profess to be 
willing to put up a bond cf $100,000 for the 


protection of the village from damage suits. 


The ordinance was laid over at the request 
of Mr. Kinney, who objected to its passage 
unless some restrictions were placed in it to 
govern the tearing up of streets.

REAL ESTATE FRAUDS UNEARTHED. | 


A Gang of Swindlers in St. Paul Has Been 
Reaping a Rich Harvest. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., June 27.—[Special. ]|—Last 
Saturday a real estate man of St. Paul 
named Stensgaard negoviated a loan of 
$4,500, giving as security a mortgage on a 
block of land valued at about $15,000, owned 
bya wealthy brewer of Milwaukee named 
Ublein. Stensgaard produced a deed show- 
ing that he had purchased the property of 
Uhlei for $12,000. It turned out that the 
deed was à forgery. Stensgaard protested 
that he purchased the property of a man 
whom he supposed was Uhlein. In. connec- 
tion with this real estate fraud it is now 
learned that this is only one of the series of 
Trauds, and that a gang of real estate sharks 
and swindlers has long existed in this city. 
This gang has for some time past been con- 
ducting extensive operations by means of 
forged signatures and fictitious names. Up 
to the present time the Uhlein case is the 
most prominent, but before the investigation 
is ended it will be found to be but a small 
portion of the vast amount of fraud and rob- 
bery which has been going on during the 
last two years. Recorder M. J. Bell esti- 
mates that he has several hundred bogus 
deeds and mortgages filed in nis offce by the 
gang, and that the total amount involved 
must reach $100,000. 

Ine arrest of Draper, the lawyer before 
whom the deed was acknowledged, and 
Stensgaard was effected at noon today. It is 
learned that the Real Estate Title Insurance 
Company will indemnify W. D. Jenney of 
Harrisburg, Pa., from whom the $4,500 was 
borrowed. At about 12 o’clock tho Sheriff’s 
deputies, who had been scouring the city, re- 
turned with tive men, making seven arrests 
in the case. The arrested men are Avery, 
Chadwick, Louis Stensgaard, Loli, Leonard, 
Parteilo, and F. Draper. Loit and Partello 
were captured in the Sanford Block, on Wa- 
basha street. One or two other arrests were 
made, but the Sheriff refused to give the 
names. 

Sneriff Bean says that he has about all 
those who were connected with the crooked 
transaction. A telegram was sent at noon 
to the Sheriff of Anoka County to arrest at 
once one A. E. Carison, who is supposed to 
be connected with the case. When tne pris- 
oners had been placed in confinement Sheriff 
Bean ordered that all their private papers be 
taken from them. A number of forged 
deeds and mortgages were found in their 
possession and othersin their rooms at the 
time of their arrest. Oneor two of the gang 
are supposed to be in Minneapolis. 


PUT A CORPORATION IN A CORNER, 


Michigan Solons Find Amusement in Worry- 
ing a Big Mining Company. 
LANSING, Mich., June 27.—[Special.]—To- 
night’s session of the House ended with a 
sensational fight between two great mining 
corporations. An act which became a law 
two weeks ago authorized the reorganiza- 
tion of mining companies whose 
cnarters had expired by limitation. The 
three Upper Peninsula counties were ex- 
empted from the provisions of this act. Near 
Negaunee is 4,000 acres of rich iron land with 
mines owned jointly by the Arctic and Pio- 
neer Companies. The Pioneer Company 
held a ninety-oine years’ lease of the land, 
but had no authority to assign its lease toa 
successor. The company was practically 
absorbed by the Iron Cliff Mining Company, 
and its charter expired some time ago. The 
new law did not include the county in which 
the property was located, and therefore the 
Pioneer Company could uot reorganize and 
thus ena 
ne Oe necessary to maintain 
imminent danger that the Arctic Company 
will freeze them out. A bill was hurried 
through the Senate including the three coun- 
ties in the new law and thus enabling the 
Pioneer Company to reorganize. When the 
bill was seut to the House a 
bitter contest was waged against 
it. Representative Connor declared the 
Iron Cliff Company had been guilty of long 
continued oppression and crookedness, that 
the skeleton of the Pioneer Company had 
been held up for years to cover swindles, 
and that the Legisiature had unconsciously 
done a good work in getting the cor- 
poration in a corner. The House took the 
same view and killed the bill. The Iron Cliff 
Company was formerly controlled by Samuel 
J. Tilden of New York. Both Houses have 
agreedto the Damon Dill fixing the retail 
liquor tax at $500. The Governor will ap- 
prove it. Both Houses have also agreed to 
the Deer Shooting bill. It makes the season 
from Nov. 1 to Dec. 1 in the Lower 
Peninsula and from Sept. 15 to Nov. 15 in the 
Upper. A bill providing wives with separate 
maintenance from their husbands’ estates 
when the latter have been guilty of any of- 
fense sufficient to justify a divorce decree 
passed both Houses. The bill repealing the 
special charter under which the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railroad is operated fell 
two short of securing the two-thirds vote 
necessary for its passage in the Senate. The 
House passed a bill fixing the legal charges 
within the State at $1.50 for lower berths and 


$1 for upper.

The Grand Jury and the Famous Clane 
na-Gael Camp No. 20. 


RESULT OF LATE INVESTIGATIONS,

PRESIDENT JOHN FITZGERALD N TOWN. 


The special grand jury will finish its labors 
on the Cronin case tomorrow, when it will 
probably return at least three more indict- 
ments. The parties in question are said to 
be Alexander Sullivan, John F. Beggs, and 
Patrick Cooney. There has been much talk 
about an omnibus indictment against Camp 
No. 20, but no such action will be taken. The 
course of the grand jury will be conservative 
as far as indictments go. The report will be 
strong and will strike at the Clan-na-Gael in 
vigorous fashion. 

It was feared some days ago that the jury 
would not be able to finish its labors at tnis 
term on account of the failure to produce 
stronger evidence connecting Alexander Sul- 
livan with the case. The grand jurors are 
morally certain that he is implicated, but the 
legal evidence was lacking. It appears that 
such evidence has been forthcoming during. 
the last two days. Foreman Clough on leav- 
ing the grand jury room last evening said: 
J. believe we may now be able to get 
through.” There was emphasis on the 
now,“ which deads to the belief that three 
or four days ago the grand jury felt it would 
not be abie to nnish the work of investiga- 
tion at this session. 

The new evidence which connects Sulli- 
van more closely with the case came from a. 
squealer, it is believed. Only just as much 
of this evidence as was considered absolute- 
ly necessary was presented to the jury.

Alexander Sullivan. The general opinion 
seemed to be that Sexton only knew Sullivan 
through Michael Davitt and Patrick Egan.

attend the Boston Land League Convention 
he was entirely in the hands of the Egan 


crowd. These people did not permit him to 


see anybody else. They prompted his 
speeches at the convention, and he has not 
et found out how he was fooled.

* at Boston bears evidence of this. 

e Sala: 

I am bound to say a few words upon one of the 
resolutions. lrefertothe resolution in which 
you spezk the gratitude of the convention to 
Alexander Sullivan. There is but one feeling 
concerning him in the hearts of the Irish race, 
He is a man who does honor to the race from 
which he sprung; he is a man of whom any race 
might well be proud. He is an original thinker, 
he is a writer able and eloquent. he is 
an inspiring speaker, 
stand in the foremost ranks of intelligent 
men. In his career us President of the league 
there are two incidents I wish to speak of. The 
first is his action witn reference to the forced 
migration from Ireland. Fellow-countrymen, it 
is the policy of the British Government which 
makes a man poor to then make him seek the 
cold charity of the workhouse. This policy 1s 
the basest that was ever perpetrated on any 
civilized nation, and I stand here to speak the 
thanks of Ireland to Mr. Sullivan. 

I refer in the second place to the action of Mr. 
Sullivan upon the attempt of tne English capital- 
ists to gethold of the land of this country. I 
have already said that he merited tne good will 
of the Irish people. I now declare that for his 
action on the second question he has merited the 
gratitude of Americans. It is the interest of 
all you Americans and Irishmen on this 
continent under the flag of this great 
Republic to keep the path of fortune for the foot 
of individual enterprise. It is your duty to keep 
the lands of America for American citizens. 
Not only is Ireland but also America indebted 
to Mr. Sullivan for his great efforts and labors 
232 the greed of landlordism from American 
soil. 

Mr. Sexton must have been much under 
the Egan influence when he spoke such 
words as these. With the two policies for 
which he commended Sullivan the latter had 
no more to do than the man in the moon. 
The agitation against pauper, not forced mi- 
gration, was the result of the importation 
into New York of italian beggars. Ihe pro- 
test against foreign landiordism in America 
was raised by the public press before Sulli- 
van ever uttered a word on the subject. He 
only took up the cry to feebly echo it. 

As to his attainments as a thinker, writer. 
and speaker, Sexton knew absolutely noth- 
ing. The speech of eulogy read in the light 
of recent developments seems in the nature 
of a buriesque. 

In connection with the comments made on 
the numerous alleged interviews, dispatches, 
articles, etc., published or sent out from 
Omaha and Lincoln, Neb., and which try to

Editor Rothacker of Omaha Pins His Faith 
to a Telegram from Chicago. 

Omana, Neb., June 27.—[Special.]—Editor 
O. H. Rothacker of the epublican, when 
asked tonight about the ingverview with him 
in Kansas City in regard to the Cronin case, 
said: “ The reporter misquoted me. Ididu't 
say Cronin was alive; I said I nad no ei- 
dence that he was dead.”’ 

When asked if he had any evidence that 
Cronin was still alive Mr. Rothacker said: 

“If I had I shouldn’t give it away.“ 

A few days before Mr. Rothacker went to 
Kansas City Thomas Brennan of this city, 
formerly Secretary of the Irish National 
League, showed him the following telegram, 
which he had just received from a Chicago 
man: 

CHICAGO.—Thomas Brennan, Chamberfof Com- 
merce, Umaha: We have strong evidence that 
Dr. P. H. Croninis alive. Do you know any 
facts that would lead you to believe he would 
be useful as a witness for the British Govern- 
ment? Please answer as soon as possible. 

Mr. Brennan said Patrick Egan received a 
similar telegram, and replied tnat he knew of 
no evidence that Cronin was alive. Mr. 
Brennan says he himself knows of no such 


evidence. 1 

LincoLn, Neb., June 27.— [Special. — John

BURKE’S ARRIVAL IN WINNIPEG, 


The Suspect Got Into the City Saturday 
Afternoon, June 15. 


WINNIPEG, Man., June 27.—[Special.]—The } 


day and the hour when burke arrived in 
Winnipeg have at length been discovered. 
The detectives made the discovery today, al 
though they have claimed that they knew 
before. Burke came in on the Northern Pa- 
cific train from St. Paul, arriving here at 1:40 
p. m., June 15. Conductor R. H. Cummings, 
who runs on that train from Winnipeg Junc 
tion, Minn., to Winnipeg, Man., saw him 
and today recognized him from a photograph. 

“It is the same man, he said. “He came 
in with me Saturday. June 15. I remember, 
because I took hin. for a spotter and watched 
him closely. l’ve got him down on my book 
as aspotter. You see, he acted strangely on 
the train; he wouldn’t look me in the face. 
I tried to catch his eye, but he kept his face 
turned from me. His bat was pulled down 
over bis eyes. Then I took a seat in front of 
him and he got up and changed his seat. It 
all struck me as suspicious and I marked him 
as aspotter. That is the reason I recognize 
his photogruph.’”’ 

la this conection Collins says that ne dis- 
covered the Wednesday before the arrest 
that Burke had left Chicago and later found 
out on what train. If he left Tuesday night 
he would have arrived Thursday. That 
would leave two days unaccounted for. 
Where he spent this time is wnat the officers 
are trying to discover. The theory undoubt- 
edly was, as already stated, that he arrived 
here Thursday and was under cover for two 
days, but that 1s exploded by the statement 
of Mr. Cummings. If he left Chicago before 
Wednesday he did not come straight to Wia- 
nipeg. 

fhe police aretrying to discover all dis- 
patches sent or received by Burke, including 
the F. Ryan one from Hancock, Mien. Brod- 
erick was asked today if he had secured it, 
and laughed it off, saying: 1 guess vou 
have it if there is one. It is quite likely that 
the telegraph companies would refuse to give 
up the dispatches except onorder of the 
court, but it is certain that a thorough search 
has been made for something. Chief McRae 
admitted today thai he had never heard of 
the Burke dispatch until vesterday. 

„Burke told me after he was arrested,” he 
said, that he had muiled a letter toa man 
in Hancock, Mich., and I wired the name to 
Chief Hubbard. That is all I know of it.“ 

Alexander Calder, who wrote tne dispatch, 
says that it is correctly published. Mr. Calder 
denies that he ever intended to leave the city 
or that he has any fear of the Clan-na-Gael. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Baker of Chi- 
cago is expected here tomorrow with tne cer- 
titied evidence which secured Martin Burke’s 
indictment by the Chicago grand jury, as 
well as the regular extradition papers from 
Washington. 


DAN COUGHLIN AND THE RYANS. 


The Detective Was a Famitiar Friend of 
the Hancock Family. 

Hoveuton, Mich., June 27. — [Special.] 
Jonn F. Ryan, the man whose name has been 
mentioned in connection with the dispatch 
sent Martin Burke signed F. Ryan, had a 
brother who worked in Chicago. His name 
was Michael C. Ryan and he was runner for 
a hotel called tne Northwestern House, his 
brother here thinks. Michael died last win- 
ter.

The Yousg Man Who Beat Sulejmann 
Pasha Fifty Years 480. 
New York Sun: On a summer afternoon 


almost fifty years ago Sulejnrann Pasha, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Egyptian artil- 
lery, sat ut coffee in a café on the Nile ter- 
race in Cairo. At tables near him were many 
soldiers, who had helped him naht the armies 
of Sultan Mahmud not many months before. 
Several of them nad been with him in the 
battle of Nizib, when he routed the Turkish 
army under Hafiz Pasha and Col. von Moltke, 
then in the Sultan’s service. But Sulejmann 
Pasha was not thinking of the soldiers about 
him, nor of Hafiz Pasha, nor Col. von Moltke, 
nor the great battle of Nizib. His whole at- 
tention was concentrated on a chessboard 
before him. 

— Pasha was a famous chess 
bayer. In the first few weeks after his re- 
turn to Cairo he had beaten dozens of times 
Ulema Reschid Aga, formerly the champion 
chess player of northern Egypt. He regard- 
ed his reputation as a chess player as some- 
what akinto his reputauon asa warrior. 
He considered chess to be preéminently a 
soldier’s game, and never tired of making 
elaborate comparisons between strategy on 

the field of 
battle. Every afternoon he met Ulema Res- 
chid Aga ut the café on the Nile terrace and 
beat him two or three games. 

On this particular afternoon, almost fifty 
years ago, Ulema Reschid Aga was a little 
late-irf coming to his Waterloo, and Sulei- 
mann Pasha was having a preliminary skir- 
mish with himself while awaiting his oppo- 
nent’s arrival. His diversion was inter- 
rupted by the appearance on the terrace of a 
long, gaunt, bony young stranger. The 
stranger strode right up to the Pasna’s table, 
and. after making a half military salute, said 
so loudly that every one on the terrace could 
hear: 

„Pasha, I challenge you to a game of 
chess.“ : 

All the officers on the terrace sat quite still 
and stared at tne thin, pale young man who 
Stood before their great commander. The 
Pasha looked him over curiously. _ 

„Jam at your service,“ was his answer 
after a long pause. How highdo you usu- 
ally play!“ i 

„ Sometimes for nothing, sometimes for a 
great deal. You fix the stakes, Pasa.“ 

„Well, a hundred ducats will not be too 
much.“ : 

The stranger nodded and satdown, The 
lots were cast. The game was begun. All 
the officers in the café left their coffee to 
crowd around the players. The first few 
moves. convinced them that the long, bony 
tingers of the stranger had moved chess men 
many times before. At the end of twenty 
minutes the Pasha’s eyes suddenly bright- 
ened and he smiled. e bad an invincible 
combination. He placed his queen before his 
opponent’s queen. The officers began to 
grumbie, for they thought their commander 
had lost his head. Only Reschid Aga, who 
in the meantime had joined the crowd of 
spectators, iooked bappy. He had guessed 
his fmend’s combination, and he, too, was 
sure that it was invincible, 

* He will take the queen,“ commented the 
spectators, anxiously. 

Then he will be checkmated in eight 
moves,’’ whispered back Reschid Aga. 

And if ne doesn’t take her?” 

„He will lose his own, said the ex-cham- 
pion, triumphaatly. 

The stranger moved a pawn. Sulejmann 
took his queen. The officers thought it was 
all up with the gaunt young man, and started 
back to their coffee. They were called back, 
however, by the first words that the Pasha’s 
opponent had spoken since he sat down to 
the table. : 

** Pasha, in twelve moves you will be check- 
mated.“ 

The interest of the Pasha’s friends became 
intense. They counted each move aloud. 
Une—two—three—four—-and the Pasha was 
already hard pressed. Five—six—seven— 
eight—nine—and his men were hemmed in 
on all sides. Ten—the Pasha tried in vain to 
break the blockade by sacrificing his queen. 
Eieven—he drew back his king into a cor- 
ner. Twelve—and the stranger cried out: 
* Checkmate !” 

There was a dead silence, and ali stared at 
the Pasha. He thought hard for several 
minutes without uttering a word. Then he 
looked searchingly into the stranger’s fave 
and said: 

Once before I have seen chess played 
as you play it. Your strategy is not 
new to 5 although 1 cannot cope 
with it. 0 ame that your play- 
ing reminds gy of was much finer 
than this. It plaved with cavuiry and 
infantry and heavy artillery, till the ground 
shook under our feet. The great chess 
player from the North who was then against 
me had 150,000 men. In his hands they were 
invincible. Tne mad and anxious interfer- 
ence of Hafiz Pasha ruined his combinations, 
however, and gave us the game.”’ 

The Pasha stopped a moment to scrutinize 
the stranger’s face. It was expressionless. 
Then he continued: 

*“* Young man, you remind me of that great 
chess piayer from the North who all but 
routed us at Nizib, as you have routed me 
here. Young man, only one man in the 
world can play chess like that. He is Col. 
von Moltke.“ 

“You have it.“ answered the stranger, 
reaching the Pasha his hand. 1 am 
Moltke.“ 


THEY FOUGHT TO A FINISH. 


A Ludicrous Episode of the Battle of Dug 
Springs. 

St. Louis Republic: The advance of Price’s 
and McCulloch’s army, commanded by Ger. 
Rains and consisting of Craven's Regiment 
of Missouri Cavalry and an independent com- 
puny of Arkansas troops ommanded by 
Capt. Reef, camped at McCulloch’s store, in 
Christian County, Aug. 1, 1861. The main 
army was on Crane Creek, some ten miles in 
the rear. 

The morning of the 2d day of August 
Rains’ scouts reported a Union force ad- 
vancing from the direction of Springfield, 
Mo. Hains supposed it was a scouting party 
sent out by Gen. Lyon to watch the move- 
ments of the Southern forces. He therefore 
determined to move out his command and at- 
tack at once. On reaching a place called 
Dug Springs he found the Union troops 
drawn up in the timber on the opposite side 
of asmall prairie or opening which separated 
the two forces, 

Rains was advised by Col. McIntosh of 
Gen. McCulloch’s staff. an old army officer 
and a graduate of West Point, not to attack, 
as he believed Lyon’s whole army was iu 
our front. But Rains had a great contempt 
for West-Pointers and paid no attention to 
tne wholesome advice given him by Col. Me- 
Intosh. He ordered one-half of his force to 
dismount, and sent it to make the attack on 
the right; the other halt to charge up the 
main road as soon as the right wing was en- 
gaged. it was but a sort time until 
the Fight wing was heavily engaged, 
and but a little while until tne wholeof 
Rains’ forces were in a disorderly retreat, as 
Lyon’s whole army was there. The left 
wing of Rains’ troops bad no trouble in get- 
ting away, but the dismounted men had to 
do some fast running, and even then some of 
them suffered from sabre strokes. A man by 
the name of Rogers of Craven’s command, 
from McDonald County, became tired out in 
running and sought safety by hiding in some 
thick underbrush. He had not been in hiding 
long before one of Reif’s Arkansas troopers 
sought the same place of refuge. Rogers 
thought the man was a Union Home Guard, 
and that he was looking for him; therefore 
he brought his gun to his shoulder.

CURRAN IN HIS OWN DEFENSE. 


The Prosecution in the Hazeltine Murder 
Rested and the Defendant |! eatifies, 
Waupaca, Wis., June 27,—[Special.j|—The 
prosecution in the Curran murder trial rest- 
ed at noon. This afternoon Judge Cate ge- 
uvered the opening argument for the de- 
fense. He said it would be shown that 


Lawyer Huzeltine first opened fire on John 


Cufran from the opposite side of the street 
and had fired two shots at John Curran, 
when the latter drew a shotgun which he 
was in the habit of carrying on al! occasions 


and discharged the two barrels, Hazeltine 


also firing another shot. It would be shown, 
Judge Cate said, that Lawyer Hazeitine, ever 
since he had killed Banker Morse, had made 
frequent threats to have John Curran dealt 
with in the same way because of some imag- 


inary connection of Curran with the affair 


which led to Banker Morse’s death (meaning 
the relations of Morse with Mrs. Hazeltine, 


it being developed at Hazeltine’s tria! that 
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John Curran was intimate with Anna Park, 
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SPENT THE DAY, 


a companion of Mrs. Hazeltine). It was pro- 
posed to show, too, that Henry Curran had 
no connection whatever in Hazeltine’s death, 
firing none of the revolver shots attributed 
to him by witnesses of the prosecution and 
that the revolver found near Hazeltine's body 
was not thrown there by Henry, but fell 
from Hazeltine. 

John Curran occupied the witness stand 
two hours. He stated how on the morning 
of the tragedy he was in the yard when 
Hazeltine from the opposite side of the 
street opened fire on him. Crouching down 
at the side of the fence he drew his gun and 
fired two shots at Hazeltine. The wit- 
ness donned the overcoat which he wore 
on the morning of the tragedy, on the 
inside of which was a large pocket to fit a 
double-barreled shotgun about two and one- 
haif feet long, which he said he carried on all 
occasions. Then he displayed to the jury 
how he had fired at Hazeltine, and did not 
know that he had killed him until after he 
had gone into the hotel and the smoke cleared 
away. Curran then detailed the various 
threats made against him and the several 
encounters he had with him, and because of 
bis fear he said he had secured a coat of 
mail on the advice of ex-Chief of Police Beck 
of Milwaukee, which he wore frequently 
when on the street. The morning of the 
tragedy, which was election-day, he had 
been warned that Hazeltine had said that if 
he came out to vote he would go home on a 
stretcher. He also cited other occasions 
when Hazeltine attempted to cross his path. 
The cross-examination did not shake his tes- 
timony.

A Sad Case of Poverty. 

Asad case of poverty came to light yesterday 
through Mrs. Morris of the Woman's Gospel 
Union. It is that of a colored woman whose 
name is Mrs. Dedford. She has one little girl 
who attends the mission school supported by the 
Union, and it was through the child that the pit- 
lable circumstances were brought to light. Mrs. 
Dedford is a woman of unblemished 
reputation. She and her tittle girl were 
deserted by her husband about five 
years ago. Since that time she has worked hard 
to keep hunger from the door. doing cleaning, 
cooking, and anything she could possibly find to 
do and asking aidof no one. For the last ten 
months she has been troubled with hemorrhage 
of the lungs and unable to work. She lives on 
the upper floor of a squalid tenement at. No. 1630 
Clark street. She occupies one small room in 
the rear, in which is one smali window looking 
out over the railroad tracks. In these 
wretched apartments, hardly large enough 
for a bedroom, are crowded a bed, stove, wash- 
stand. table, chairs. and trunks. Dr. Hanna, 
who attends her, says that she cannot recover 
unless she can leave her surroundings. The only 
aid she has received since her sickness is $2 
from the relief society. The sick woman has

to provide for her, but are too poor to send for 
her.

Reports of County Officers. 

Sheriff Matson yesterday made his semi-annual 
report for the period ending May 31 to the Con- 
troller, The receipts have been: From final 
process fees, $4,883; mesne process fees, $8.936; 
Probate Court fees, #973: other court fees, $380; 
sundry fees, $110; mileage of convicts, 81,169; 
total receipts, $16,454. Disbursements: Trans- 
portation of convicts and incidental). $805; fees 
rebated and certificates recorded, $1.066; Sheriff's 
salary, $3,000; total, $4,872; balance due the 
county, $11,582. Thomas W. Sennott, Clerk of 
the Probate Court, also filed his report for the 
same period. The amount of fees received was 
$38,254. Of this sum $4,815 was releused by stat- 
ute, leaving $33.438. Of this $25,086 has been col- 
lected; The disbursements were $17,117, leaving 
the balance due the county 7.908. The County 
Clerk's report for the same time shows receipts 
of $58,667 and disbursements of $54,455. One of 
the most prolific sources of revenue in the Coun- 
ty Cierk'’s office is the issuing of marriage 
licenses, from which $8,784 was derived. The 
fees in the County Court were 812.986. ‘The sala- 
ries of employés amounted to $51,789. 


Says There Is No Strike, 

D. V. Purington of the Purington-Kimbell 
Brick Company said yesterday in relation to the 
brickmakers’ strike: “It is nota strike, so far 
as I know. Not one of the former employés of 
these vards have made a request of their 


‘employers. I think the whole thing is under the 


management of Labor Assembly No. 1,771, most 
of the members of which are Chicago workmen. 
Their theory is that if they can reduce the pro- 
duction by stopping the outside yards their own 
chances for steady employment will be increased. 
Our men earn from $200 to $300 more a year than 
they could earn in Chicago yards. e regret 
that the employés cannot see that they are 
simply being used as tools to benefit the 
members of Assembly No. 1,771. I understand 
that tne walking delegate of\this assembly has 
stated that my men were ordered out because I 
hac refused to recognize the right of a committee 
of the Knights of Labor to act for my employes 
in making contracts.” 

The pay rolls of the four yards that have shut 
down were $7,500 a week. 


Dowline Indicted for Agaaalt. 

Acting Capt. Schuettler did not succeed in get- 
ing Bookkeeper John A. Dowling indicted oa a 
charge of robbery in taxing Officer Wilson’s star 
and revolver Tuesday night when he called for 
information about Tom Murphy. The grand 
jury examined Officers Wilson and Germanson, 
however. and found a true bill against Dowling 
for assault with-Intent to kill, in attacking WII- 
son. Judge Shepard was sent for, and about 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the grand jury filed 
down-stairs and into his court-room, and re- 
turned the indictment. Dowling was evidently 
in an expectant mood. for his lawyer, F. A. 
Mitchell, was waiting in the court-room, and 
made arrangements to furnish bail, which. at Mr. 
Longenecker's suggestion, was fixed at $500. An 
hour later Mr. Dowling, his attorney, and his 
friend, George Andrin of No. 393 Ontario street, 
walked in.

Closing the Primary Schools. 

The primary schools throughout the city held 
their closing exercises yesterday, Upwards of 
50,000 pupils in the primary grades bade adieu to 
books and lessons ana began the long sum- 
mer vacation. Twenty-nine school-houses 
will stand vacant till next Sevtember. 
The principal of each school prepared a pro- 
gram of exercises for his own school. Necessa- 
rily in schools of the same grade there was a 
deal of sameness in the programs, They con- 
sisted for the most part of singing, recitations, 
dialogues, simple calisthenics exercises, music, 
and in some of the upper grades short 
essays. An element of diversity was introduced 
in some of the schools by having the exercises 
in each room instead of gathering the pupils in 
one room. In all mne schools the blackboards 
were used to display the skill of the pupils in 
crayon sketches. 

The first of May this year there were in at- 
tendance in the primary grades, which include 
the first four years, 54,550 pupils, as against 52.388 
at the same date last year. Of these 13,19 were 
in double divisions—that is, divisions where a 
part ofthe children attend only half of each day 


-—as against 8.777 in the double divisions at the 


same date last year. To meet this increasing 
demand for school room the Board of Education 
has under contract eight new school buildings. 
In none of the schools does the half day attend- 
ance extend beyond the third grade. The en- 
forcement of the Compulsory Education law, 
Superintendent Howland thought, would bring 
in 2,000 or 3.000 more pupils. Among these may 
be an element for which it will be necessary to 
establish special schools with expert teachers. 
The closing exercises of St. Jarlath’s School 
took place last evening before a large audience 
at the school-hall on Hermitage avenue. near 
Jackson boulevard. Two hundred and fifty of 
the pupils occupied the stage, and took part in 
the opening chorus.

Making Men of *capegrace Sons, 
„I've seen almost all kit ds of curious farms, I 
think,“ said a traveler the other day, from 


ostrich dow peppermint farms, but oneof the 
strangest is upjin Manitoba. Its principal crop 
is an annual gfowth of young Englishmen, sons 
of wealthy parents who have interrupted the boys 
in their diligent work of sowing a 
thick and early crop of wild oats and have 
sent them out to the colony to have their moral 
and physical health built up and a little industry 
and useful knowledge insti!led into them at the 
same time. The owners of the farm, two broth- 
ers, charge the boys for their board and instruct 
them in tarming for nothing, but the work they 
manage to get out of the young fellows is worth 
a good deal more than the time spent in teaching 
tnem, though occasionally a horse is foundered 
ora piece of farm machinery is broken by the 
young greenhorn. 

“Itis remarkable, though, how these young 
sprigs of nobility, many of them, take to, the 
hard work of the farm. They have true British 
grit about them and the managers have sense 
enough to have the drudgery and dirty work 
done by hired men. The boys ride the horse- 
rakes. drive the mowing-machines, learn to run 
a thrasher, plow. etc., and all of them take 
kindly to the care of live-stock, the horses es- 
pecially, though a propensity to race the latter at 
every opportunity has to be guarded against. The 
instincts of gentlemen don t seem to desert them 
either, for they will never sit down to eat in the 
clothes they have worked in and refuse to eat 
with the farm hands who bring the smell of sta- 
bles to the taole. Bathing, shaving, and dress- 
ing for the evening take up a good deal of their 
time—indeed, waste it, real farmers would say 
—but the boys insist on it and also cling to their 
cigarettes. Many of them get to like the life so 
that they stay longer than their parents insist 
on, but nearly all return gladly when the term of 
their banishment is over. — ew York Tribune.

PorT ARTHUR, Ont., June 27.—(Spécial.]—The 
steambarge Superior, owred by M. A. Bradley 
of Cleveland, which left Rossport, 100 miles east 
of here, Tuesday at 6 p. m., went ashore near 
Lamb Island the same night. The steamer is 
two feet out forward,in eleven feet of water 
astern, and is resting easily on a flat rock. From 
her position, even with heavy weather, she is in 
no danger, out may be seriously.damaged.

A Canadian Boat's Low Freight. 

The Canadian prop St. Magnus made a serious 
mistake in coming to Chicago for a load of grain 
just now. She could only goto Kingston, and 
no one wants to ship to Kingston at present. 
She succeeded in getting a load by taking it at 
% cents a bushel, arate so low that it caused 
a general laugh among vesselmen. The Anchor 
Line took three cargoes of corn for through ship- 
ment to Philadelphia and Baltimore. Some 
Shippers were offering 1% cents on corn to Buf- 
falo for loading next week, but so far as known 
it Was not accepted. Vessels as fast as they are 
unloaded at Buffalo are being headed 8 
for ore, and the supply of tonnage outside of line 
boats will be light nere for some time. It is not 
believed any craft that can go for ore will accept 
Ii cents for corn. 

There was no improvement in coal freights at 
Buffalo. Few cargoes were offered at any rate. 
Canal freiguts remained slow, but rates were 
firmly maintained by the canal combine.

VELVET AND SEALSKIN RELIGION. 


Practical Christianity and Fashionable Ec- 
clesiastical Shams. 

Toronto Globes The humbug that for the 
first time is shown to bea humbug rouses 
mingled smiles and shame, but when it has 
been exposed a few score of times the heart 
is hardened to it, and the brain becomes in- 
capable of receiving an impression that ought 
to sting the sense of incongruity into keen- 
est life. The humbugs associated with the 
name of Christianity have been exposed so 
often that there is every prospect 
of their remaining permanent. Who 
sees anything strange in a woman going 
to a place of worship for the purpose of 
placing her bonnet on exhibition? Who hangs 
his head with guilt unspeakable when he 
spends his money for luxuries while his 
neighbor a few streets away is suffering for 
the necessaries of life“ Who smiles at the 
idea that there can be in the eye of a genu. 
ine Christian any such thing as social rank? 
Whois astonished at the statement that if 
the founder of Christianity were to enter 
one of our influential churches today he 
would be shown into the back gallery! How 
many among the followers of Christ act upon 
His plain teaching as set down in the New 
Testament! How many make spiritual caste 
the basis of favoritism, choosing rather to 
invite to their tables those who are rich in 
Christian virtues than those who are merely 
rich in worldiy goods? The essence of Chris- 
Uanity is democracy, but too many alleged 
Christians are not democratic. They do not 
say ‘‘lam holier than thou. & but every one 
who leads a life of respectable selfishness 
says plainly to the needy and suffering ones 
of earth, Lam better born, better bred, 
more refined, and more highly cultivated 
than you“; and the feeling of personal su- 
periority in non-essentials blots out the love 
of humanity, which is the great essential of 
a Christian life. What has been called a 
velvet and sealskin religion“ is not incon- 
sistept with worldly ambition, but it is in- 
consigtent with that genius tor seif-sacritice 
which constitutes the religion of simplicity 
anu sincerity, 

There are indeed many Christians with 
whom deeds are more than doctrines, and 
charity greater than dogma, but they are the 
blessed exceptions to the rule that modern 
religiosity is becoming a varnish of sanctity 
over the heart of worldliness. Bickering 


over beliefs seldom results in a particle of | 


practical good. Personal righteousness isa 
far more difficult thing to atttain than cor- 
rect views on total depravity or eternal pun- 
ishment; it is also a more important thing. 
There is more genuine religion in a single 
act of self-denial than in all the 
theological squabbles that have disgraced 
the history of Christianity. In remote 
country villages you will find two or 
three churches, each with its handful of fol- 
lowers, its bundle of beliefs, its petty jeal- 
ousies, its reasons for thinking /itsélf the 
one true church and all other chubches wide 
of the mark. But practical Christianity 
does not greatly concern itself with forms 
and ceremopies, with the appearance of 
things, or with any fashionable ecciesiastical 
sham. Its instinct is helpfulness, its motive 
is purity, its object 1s to be unto the weakest 
and worst of mankind what the Master was 
to the vilest of His followers. 

The great questions of the day are called 
political questions, but they shouid be 
called religious questions, because religious 

rinciples are at stake in every one of them. 
very effort to close the liquor shops, to 
equaiize wealth, to bring employer and 
employed into harmonious relations, gto 
make elections suggestive of something 
better than bribery and corruption, to read- 
just taxation on arighteous busis, is an ef- 
fort in the cause of practical Christianity. 
National religion must remain a lax and 
feebie affair, and the national conscience a 
thing unheard of, until individual religion 
consists of deeds, not words, and the indi- 
vidual conscience be stung into a shamed 
sense of the differences between a merely 
professing Christian and a Christian who 
makes his profession the first step in a life 
of lofty endeavor and nobie performances. 
It has been said that, though the basis of 
Christianity is the brotherhood of humanity, 
not one in twenty of us realizes that this 
means an ideal of daily life as far above our 
own as tne centre of the solar system is 
above the level of the sea.

Singular and Incredibie Stories Told by 
One Who Has Seen Things Himeelf. 
When a Chinaman desires a visitor to dine 
with him he does not ask him to do so, but 
when he does not wish him to stay he puts 
tue question: O, won't you stay and dine 
with me, please!

A rich man’s servant gets no salary, yet 
many are the applicants; While big salaries 
are paid to the servants of the eommon peo- 
ple, but few make applications. Ine per- 
quisites of the former often more than triple 
tne saiaries of the latter, whichis the sole 
reason oi these differences. To encourage 
honesty ana sincerity, confidential clerks and 
salesmen in all branches of industry receive 
an anuual net percentage of the firm's busi- 
ness, besides their regular salary. 

The higtest ambition of a Chinaman is to 
have a nice coffin and a fine funeral. 

In China one can always borrow money on 
the strength of having a son, but nobody 
would advance hima cent if he had a dozen 
daughters. The former is responsibie for tne 
debt of his father for three generations. The 
latter is only responsible for the debts of her 
own husband. 

When a Chinaman meets another he shakes 
and squeezes his own hands and covers his 
head. If great friends have not seen each 
other for a long time they would rub shoul- 
ders until they get tired. Instead of asking 
each other’s health they would say: How 
is your stomach?” or“ Have you eaten your 
rice?” *“ How-old are you?’ ** How much did 
you pay for your sandals?” 

Men wear long petticoats and carry fans, 
while the women wear sbort jackets and 
carry canes. Boats are drawn by horses, 
carriages move by sails. Old men play ball 
and fle kites, Whale children fold their arms 
and look on. Old women, instead of the 
young, are the idols of society, Lovemaking 
is only done three days before marriage. It 
is not only considered the safest way to get 
ahead of a rival but the surest way to get a 
wife without losing much time. 

A previous acq 2aintance between the male 
and femaie prevents them frum marriage. 
For this reason a man seldom weds a girl of 
his town. If aChinaman desires the death 
of ap enemy he goes and hangs himself upon 
that enemy’s door. It is considered a sure 
way to kill not only that particular enemy, 
but members of his entire family will be in 
jeopardy of losing their lives.

There will be no 
crowding there, and it will take but amo 
ment to bid the suburbanites a hearty wel- 
come, 


Ir costs more to insure property in a sub- 
urb than in the city. It costs more to borrow 
money there. The price of gas per thousand 
feet is about double what it is in the city. 
The water bills are higher. The assessment 

for paving a street is higher and the work 
done is inferior. There is next to no protec- 
tion against fire, for steam fire engines are 
Costly things which toy cities cannot buy. 
The water is deficient in quantity and poor 
in quality. There is one policeman where 
there are three in the city. These are among 
the reasons why the voters should be for an- 
nexation, unless they are officeholders who 
live off the taxpayers, ‘‘scamp”’ contractors 
who cannot get jobs except by the favor of 
dishonest officials, and corporations like the 
Stock-Yards Company, which has made ar- 
rangemeats for shirking its share of the 
taxes and throwing them on the weaker and 
poorer taxpayers.

MORE IMPROVEMENTS AND LOWER TAXES. 
The suburban voters must not lose sigut of 


increasing more rapidly in 
because they 


tionately 
population than Chicago 
have the vast overflow of that city, 
as well as their own natural in- 
crease, they are not growing in wealth 
with a tenth of the rapidity of the great city. 
They have within their limits no “business 
section“ with its immense office buildings, 
its warehouses fillea with costly goods, its 
great stores, its accumulations of raw and 
manufactured materials. They do not fill 
up with factories and workshops. Their in- 
crease in wealth is almost exclusively from 
the gradual rise in the vaiue of land needed 
to furnish homes to the overflow population 
of the city and the houses built for the 
shelter of the new-comers. 

The number of people increases in the 
suburbs, and the demand for improvements 
increases, but the fund of wealth which must 
pay for these betterments does not increase 
in the same ratio as the demands made upon 
it. Therefore suburban taxation is all the 
while going up, each piece of property con- 
tributing yearly more and more, until at last 
the confiscation point is reached. This proc- 
ess is hastened where a village like Hyde 
Park is cut up into eleven distinct school dis- 
tricts, the trustees of each of which may levy 
taxes tothe limit of the law. It has now 
come to such a pass that the taxable property 
of the suburban towns will not produce tne 


necessary expenses. In some of them this 
has been the case for some little time, and it 
has been necessary to sell bonds to make 
good the deficiency. Here and there that 
last resort of the tax-eaters has been ex- 
hausted, and these places are on their beam- 
ends. 
Take Lake, for instance, where there is the 
bitterest opposition toannexation on the part 
of certain protected“ interests. Money 
cannot be legally raised to meet the reguire- 
ments of the large and rapidly increasing 
population. There is no money to run the 
schools as they have been run; no money to 
pay the increasing deficit; no money to buy 
needed fire-engines. If any accident should 
happen to its leased water tunnel or if at the 
close of the year Hyde Park—or in case of 
annexation Chicago—shoul¢g refuse to renew 
the lease the town would have to spenda 
million and a half to build works of its own. 
That much money it cannot possibly raise by 
taxation or the sale of bonds. It would 
either have to go without water, or the 
people would have to make a voluntary con- 
tribution of the needed sum. 8 
Annexation to the city means an end of 
that pinching which prevents Hyde Park 
from having more than three fire engines to 
protect forty-eight square miles of territory. 
It means that the wealth of Chicago will pay 
the expenses of the people of the suburbs. 
Nor is the motive for doing this one of pure 
loving kindness. Chicagoans feel that the 
gain in population which will follow annexa-. 
tion will aad to the credit and standing of 
the city abroad. It will have that weight 
which mere superiority in numbers carries 
with it. It has been a benefit to Philadel- 
phia that the census showed it to be the sec- 
ond city in the country. Chicago will now 
step forward and get the good of that adver- 
tisement. Thus annexation will pay Chicago 
even though it adds to its financial burdens. 
That it will be the saving of the suburbs 
from wreck and ruin the slightest investiga- 
tion will prove to any thinking man. 


IDAHO’S STATEHOOD PROSPECTS, 

The movemert of Idaho toward Statehood 
does not appear to have a firm basis yet. The 
agitation has been spontaneous on the part 
of those who are desirous of admission, and 
the constitutional convention has been called 
to meet at Boise City the coming Fourth of 
July without any statute authorizing it, and 
of course without any responsible provision 
for the payment of its members. Undoubt- 
edly the majority of the people want 
to share in the good fortune of their 
neighbors—Dakota, Montana, and Washing- 
ton but there is an active and vigilant minor- 
ity engaged in strong opposition and the ar- 
guments they bring forward are not without 


great force. A correspondent writing from 
there says they claim there is not taxable 


property enough to support a State gov- 
ernment, that there is not population 
enough to warrant it, and that until 
the mining resources are further developea 
and the land is made cultivable by irrigation 
the Territory cannot be made to support more 
population than it now has. He says further: 


The Territory has now all the laborers and 
mechanics to whom it can give employment, and 
ail the merchants and professional men who can 
do business profitably, and to induce others to 
come here during the present state of affairs 
would not only be cruel but would give the Ter- 
ritory a bad reputation, as many would either be 
obliged to go on to Oregon or Washington or re 
turn to the East, and never cease to speak ill of 
the Territory wherever they might go. 


In reply to these arguments, however, the 
friends of admission present a hopeful and 
creditable showing. They claim that of the 
55,000, 000 acresin the Territory 15,000,000 are 
agricultural lands, ana that of these 1,500,000 
are already under improvement and the re- 
mainder can be made so by irrigation, the 
opportunities for which are ample, as Idaho 
is abundantly supplied with water. They 
also argue thatin the last few years Idaho 
has advanced from the ninth to the fifth 
place as a bullion producing community, and 
that she has given to the worid over $120,0U0,- 
000 of gold and silver, besides iron, copper, 
and other metals. They proudly point to 
1,000 miles of railroad, 376 schools, and bareiy 
$200,000 of debt, with a property vaiuauon 
of $60,000,000.

It is 
doubtful whether the next Congress will 
admit her, but her wideawake people pro- 
pose to take the necessary preliminary steps 
that lead up to the honor and to be in readi- 
ness to come in when Congress is ready to 
let them. As to material possibilities, espe- 
cially when aided by capital, there can be no 
doubt that it will not be long before Idaho 
will be ready for admission. The serious ob- 
stacle at present is that of population.

Voters in the city who favor annexation 
should not fail to go to the polling-places of 
their respective precincts tomorrow and cast 
a ballot fur enlarging Chicago’s area and 
population. If the petitioning suburbs are 
annexed Chicago will after the census of 
next year take ber rightful place amoag 
American cities, next to New York and 
ahead not only of Brooklyn out of Philadel- 


_phia also. : 


The whole city votes on each annexation 
proposition. The city’s consent is as neces- 
sary to annexation as the consent of the 
petitioning suburbs. Each annexation prop- 
osition has to be printed on the ballot to be 
handed to the voter. The propositions will 
probably be printed in we affirmative some- 
what as follows: 


For annexation of Hyde Park. 

For annexation of the Town of Lake, 

For annexation of Lake View. 

For annexation of Jefferson. 

For annexation of part of Cicero (the part be- 
ing described), 


It will take only a few minutes to deposit 
the ballot. The polling-places are conven- 
iently located. There will be no crowds at 
the polls. Those who have pride in the 
growth and greatness of Chicago will not 
have the least hesitation in voting for annex- 
auon. 

But there are some political jobbers—men 
in sympathy with the Buck McCarthys, 
Boldenwecks, Thorntons, Hayneses, and 
Shermans—who will do their best to defeat 
annexation. There ought to be a full vote to 
prevent tne schemes of those persons from 
succeeding. Chicago yoters ought to look to 
it that annexation is not defeated by aay 
fault or apathy on tneir part. 

Let there be a good big vote in the city to- 
morrow in favor of taking in the suburbs 
which are the outgrowth of Chicago. 

THE WORLD’S FAIR OF 1892. 

The New York Sun is advocating, with all 
its well known ability, the proposition that 
the world’s fair to commemorate the fourth 
centenary since the landing of Columbus 
shall be held in that city iu 1892, and the 
other papers of that city are echoing its sen- 
timents. Itis not observable, however, that 
any papers outside of New York City are 
favorable to the proposition. On the other 
hand, they antagonize it for many good and 
sufficient reasons. 

We doubt not if the consensus of the coun- 
try could be ascertained on this subject it 
would be adverse by an immense majority to 
holding this fair in New York. The Sun says: 
“We cannot expect our sister Common- 
wealths to embark in this undertaking until 
invited to do so by our Government. Nor 
can we expect the President and Congress to 
issue such an invitation until the State and 
City of New York have shown the depth and 
ardor of their interest in this matter.“ This 
is sufficiently cool, to say the least. The 
most satisfactory reason why New York 
should not be'the locality of this fair is that 
Washington has already been selected by 
general consent. An organization has al- 
ready been formed upon that basis, with 
which the various States, through their 
Executives, are expected to codperate. The 
matter was argued and discussed in the last 
Congress with the same locality in view, and 
the next Congress will unquestionably bring 
the matter to its completion on those lines. 
More than this, Washington has been in- 
dorsed all over the country as the most fit- 


ting locality not only because it is tne Capi- 


tal of the Nation but also because it is con- 
veniently located by water and railroad, has 
ample space for the necessary buildings, and 
is the most beautiful and picturesque city in 
the country. That New York, under such 
circumstances, should seriously put forth any 
claim to the honor of holding the fair is not 
only preposterous but impudent. 

Even if there were no objection on any of 
these points there are other reasons why the 
world's fair should not be held in New 
York City. The scandals which attended 
the recent inauguration celebration in the 
metropolis, the quarrels, jealousies, and mis- 
erable gossip, and the palpable attempt of 
certain social cliques to divert it to their own 
profit and gloriflcation rather than to the ob- 
servance of the patriotic significance of the 
occasion, show that it is impossible for that 
city to rise above its own greed and selfish- 
ness and to-take a broad, National view of 
any subject. If it could not do this on such 
an occasion asthe celebration of the inaugu- 
ration of the Father of his Country, to what 
depths of selfishness and local glorification 
would it not descend in celebrating the an- 
niversary of the great discoverer of the 
country? But of all reasons why this 
fair to celebrate the four hundredth anni- 
versary of tne discovery of America should 
not be held there, the strongest one is that 
New York is not an American city in its 
history, in its relations to the Nation, in its 
attitude towards the Government during the 
Wars of the Revolution and the Rebellion, 
or in its social characteristics. Be it remem- 
bered this is not only to be a world's fair 
but an all-America exposition, and New York 
is the smallest and least conspicuous element 
of American life, habits, responsibility, and 
loyalty. There are scores of cities much 
s muller in size to which the honor should be 
accredited before New York from every point 
of view. But the question does not need se- 
rious argument. The people have selected 
Washington, and there the fair will be held. 


WHAT ANNEXATION MEANS, 

Annexation means to the suburbans lower 
taxes. That is admitted. The average rate 
in Chicago is $5 per $100 of assessment. The 
rate in Hyde Park averages $6.75, in Lake 
$7.50, and in Lake View $.70 per $100 of as- 
sessment. Hyde Park will gain much by 
annexation, therefore, Lake will gain more, 
Lake View most. 

Annexation meanscheaper gas for the sub- 
urbs. The price of gas in Chicago is $1.25 
for householders and $1 for street iliumina- 
tion. In Hyde Park, Lake, and Lake View 
the price is $2 per 1,000 all around. The sub- 
urban householders will have their gas bills 
cut down at least 50 per cent as the result of 
annexation. 

Annexation means for Hyde Park and 
Lake cheaper water. It means for Lake 
View pure, wholesome water at half the price 
now paid for polluted water from the Bolden- 
weck crib. 

Annexation means for the suburbs better 
schools, uniformity of instruction, cheaper 
school rates, better discipline, more econom- 
ical Management, and the overthrow of the 
petty and corrupt School Board rings. It 
means the extension of the Chicago system 
to the suburbs. 

It also means better protection from fire. 
The fire apparatus in all tne suburbs now is 
defective. The water supply is inadequate. 
When annexation comes Marsbal Swenie 
will take charge of the apparatus, discipline 
the suburban fire departments, and infuse 
order ard energy into the ranks. 

Aunexation means that every suburb will 
be as well protected against tire as Chicago 


of course. 

Annexation means an advance in real es- 
tate values in tne suburbs. It means better 
government. It means increased municipal 
advantages. It means the break-up of sub- 
urban rings. 

Therefore vote for annexation tomorrow 
before 4 o’clock.

ANNEXATION INEVITABLE. 

Annexation is inevitable. The ‘antis,” 
officeholders, officeseekers, professional pol- 
iticians, and tax-shirkers may as well make 
up their minds to that. In some suburb an- 
nexation may be beaten next Saturday by 
the use of money, by chicanery, by lying, 
and by the brivery of official patronage. But 
that will not mean the defeat of annexation. 
It will only mean that annexation is de- 
ferred. The annexationists have proved 
themselves men of vigor and conviction. 
This is especially the case in Lake, wnere 
there is most danger of defeat. In that sub- 
urb the annexation leaders have withstood 
the assaults of the bulldozers, the blandish- 
ments of the capitalists, tne beseechings of 
the officeholders, and the prayerful petitions 
of the officeseekers. They have pursued the 
course they had marked out for themselves 
in the beginning. If annexation is beaten it 
will not be their fault. but the fault of tne 
apathetic citizens who will not exercise the 
voting privilege Saturday. A full vote in 
Lake as in Lake View means annexati@m. 
With alight vote there is danger that the 
officeholders and their friends, tools, and 
dupes will outnumber the annexationists at 
the ballot-box. 

If the officeholders and the corporate tax- 
shirkers win the fight must be renewed next 
fall. There must be no surrender to the 
Mandates of corrupt conspiracies. The pur- 
chased verdict must be set. aside. The law 
provides for that. It says: 


If it appears that a majority of the voters vote 
against annexation when ssid question is first 
submitted any petition thereafter presented to 
the Judge of the County Court for the annexa- 
tion of the same territory shall be signed by not 
less than one-eighth of the legal voters of the 
territory so voting against annexation. 


Tbere will be no difficulty in getting up pe- 
titions for annexation which shall bear the 
names of one-eighth of the voters. The peti- 
tion presented by the Town of Lake annexa- 
tionists to Judge Prendergast last month con- 
tained the names of nearly one-half the 
voters and it was gotten up in three days. It 
is true that some of these petitioners have 
weakened since. But that does not affect 
the principle involved. A petition with the 
names of one-eighth of the voters attached 
can be gotten up in a few days. 
So if annexation in any of the suburbs— 
Lake, for instance—is beaten next Saturday 
there will be a new petition and a new elec- 
tion cn the question péxt fall. The question 
of expense will not stand in the way. The 
cost of getting up the petition will be a mere 
trifle which any one public spirited annexa- 
tionist could stand. The costof printing the 
tickets will be borne by the political commit- 
tees. The party leaders will cultivate the 
annexationist voters and will print tickets for 
annexation. At a county or general election 
the voter will be more free in his choice as 
to which side he will take. If annexation is 
beatea in June it may win in November. If 
beaten in November it may win the following 
April. If beaten then the contest will 
be renewed again and again. The annexa- 
tionists will growin numbers and influence 
in. the meantime. The officeseekers and 
officeholders will not be always united. In 
the Town of Lakeitis notorious that elec- 
tions are always conducted on a financial 
basis. The bosses, trianglers, hustlers, all 
demand their price from the corporations. 
If the corporations now begin the custom of 
financially assisting the antis“ they must 
keep it up. They will have to renew the 
tribute. They can only hope to aefer the 
inevitable. 

And so it is with the grumblers and growl- 
ers who are opposing annexation for various 
more or less fanciful and cranky reasons. 
They may be assured that they can putoff 
union with Chicago for only a little time. If 
they have that pride in Chicago which they 
ought to have they will vote for annexation 
now, so that the suburban population may be 
reckoned in that of Chicago at the census of 
next year, and that the Western metropolis 
may rightfully take her place among the 
great cities of the world and second to New 
York among American cities. 


CHAUNCEY DEPEW’S EULOGY OF LAWYBRS 

In his recent address before the graduating 
class of che Yale Law School Chauncey De- 
pew was as bright, optimistic, and captivat- 
ing as usual, but his eulogy of the legal pro- 
fession must be taken with some grains of 
allowance. He is undoubtedly correct in 
saying that from the formation of the Gov- 
ernment the lawyers have taken nearly all 
the high honors and prizes of public life. 
With a few exceptions, hardly to be men- 
tioned, it has been assumed in all the States 
that no one but aman who had studied and 
practiced law asa trade was fit to act as a 
Judge, and hence the legal profession has 
taken all the honors of the bench. Nineteen 
of the twenty-three Presidents have been 
lawyers. it is almost an excepuon when 
any one outside the legal profession is made 
Governor of a State or sent to the United 
States Senate. Even the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, which was constituted to 
deal with business questions, is composed of 
lawyers only. President Harrison is the first 
Executive to hold that lawyers should not 
take practically all the high honors in the 
administrative branch of the Government, 
but it is claimed his partiality for editors 
may be explained, according to Senator 
Spooner’s theory, that writers for the press 
who study and discuss legal or constitutional 
questions are virtually lawyers, aithough 
they donot make their living at the bar. 
This claim, however, cannot be accepted, and 
much as Gen. Harrison has been criticised 
for alleged “muzzling of the press he is 
the first President to break the lawyers’ mo- 
nopoly of the first-class offices in the gitt of 
the Executive. 

Mr. Devew errs, however, in cldiming that 
lawyers exercised as great and overshadow- 
ing an influence in framing the Federal Gov- 
ernment as they have since had in adminis- 
tering it. “They brought on the Revolu- 
tion,” he says, and made it a lawyers’ 
war.” Not at all. The lawyers as usual 
were divided in opinion, but the people 
brought on the war, and their leader, who 
was first in war and in peace, was not a mem- 
ber of the legal profession—and Washington 
heads the list of the few Presidents not 
pred to the bar.” Of the fifty-four signers 
of the Declaration of Independence only 
twenty-four were lawyers, and of the fifty- 
five members of the convention which 
framed the Constitution only thirty can de 
claimed by the legal profession. While 
great work was done by lawyers at 
that time 
laymen participated 
The leader was a Virginia planter, and 
Franklin, the Philadelphia printer, exer- 
cised an influence and displayed a depth of 
wisdom that made him secondary only to 
Washington. Mr. Depew is in error. The 
lawyers did not have such a disproportionate 
share in forming the Government as they 
have had in its honors and rewards since. 

Wilfie the legal profession has had nearly 
all the high honors of public life, it has con- 
trolled legislation, and is responsible for bad 
laws, class tavoritism, and we subjection of 
public interests to corporate greed. Will 


and led in it. 


it must be remembered that 


any one claim that justice is better adminis- 
tered in the courts now than a century ago? 
What have the lawyers to show for their 
one hundred years of control over legisiation 
and the administration of justice? Can they 
point to any such progress as has been made 
by other professions? Mr. Depew is an 
optimist, but there is another side to the 
picture he paints, and it was touched only a 
few months ago by Judge Altgeld of the Su- 
perior Court in this city, who said in writing 
to a member of the Legislature urging re- 
form in the laws: . 


In the mercantile world, in the manufacturing 
world, in agriculture, in medicine—in fact, in 
nearly every fleid of knowledge or human ac- 
tivity—there has been an advance, a steady im- 
provement, a movement in the line of common 
sense, an honest effort to keep abreast of tne 
spirit ot zue nineteenth century; while in our 
methods of administering justice we seem rather 
to — 3 retrograded. Can we not also go for- 
war 


According to Judge Altgeld the laws have 
degenerated and the methods of administer- 
ing justice have been impaired. If so, the 
lawyers are responsible. They have held all 
the seats on the bench and have controlled 
legislation and monopolized che high offices in 
both the State and Federal Governments 
They have had the honors, rewards, and op- 
portunities of public service, but have made 
no such progress as has been attained in 
other fields of activity. 


MAYOR BoLpDENWECK’s most zealous anti- 
annexation allies are certain members of the 
numerous Lake View school boards. There 
are five of those boards in Boldenweck’s toy 
city. All have extensive taxing powers 
which they freely exercise to the cost of tne 
property-owners. As an illustration, in the 
school district where Boldenweck lives the 
tax rate for common school purposes last 
year was $3.87 per $100 of assessment. There 
was in addition a tax of 65 cents per $100 for 
high school purposes, making the aggregate 
rate $4.72 per 8100. The school tax ot Chicago 
is less than $1 per $100 of assessment. Lake 
View taxpayers, therefore, pay nearly five 
times as much for the supportof their schools 
as the taxpayers of Chicago. It is not pre- 
tended that the Lake View schools are better 
than those of Chicago. They are not as 
good. But it may be said that the $4.72 tax 
for school purposes in Lake View last year 
was exceptional. The year before—1887-1888— 
the tax for common schools in Boldenweck’s 
bailiwick was $4.14 per $100. The tax for the 
high school that year was 84 cents per $100. 
The total school tax that year was therefore 
$4.98, more than the aggregate tax of Chicago 
for city, school, park, and State purposes! 
Aud yet Boldenweck and his school board 
allies pretend to believe that Lake View 
property-owners are so demented as to vote 
for a continuance of this system. 


ALTHOUGH the Lake View anti-annexation 
ists have said the city would abandon the 
new lake tunnel whose intake will be four 
miles out (beyond the reach of oe op pol- 
lution), work is going ahead steadily and a 
crib has been sunk midway between the 
shore and lake ends, so that work can be car- 
ried on with more than double speed. It will 
not be long, therefore, before Chicago will 
be able to furnish an abundant supply of 
water to the annexed suburbs when their 
population is more than twice what it now 
is. The water thus furnished will not breed 
typhoid-fever like that-given the citizens of 
Lake View, nor will it be filled with impuri- 
ties like that pumped from the inshore crib 
of the Village of Hyde Park. So Chicago 
will give the annexed suburbs pure water, 
protection against fire in the form of botha 
copious water supply and more engines, and 
also the use of a free library. All these 
things will ve theirs and their taxes will 
be lessened. What more do they want?

SurrRINTENJD ENT CHENEY of the Public 
Works Department of the city says: “If Hyde 
Park or any of the other towns is annexed its 
sewers will be built just as at present.” A wise 
provision of the Annexation law covers this point, 
as follows: 

When the whole of a city, village, or incorpo- 
rated town, or part of the same, is annexed to 
another city, village, or incorpuraced town under 
the provisions of this act, and within such terri- 
tory so annexed sewers were before such annex- 
ation laid or built by special assessment, then in 
such cases the city, village, orincorporated town 
tu which such territory is annexed may continue 
to lay or build sewers or estabiish a drainage 
system by drainage districts within such an- 
nexed territory by special assessment or special 
taxation, if it shall so elect.

Secretary Tracy Issues an Order Changing 
the Business Methods of the Department. 

WasHInGTon, D. C., June 27.—By a sweep - 
ing general order issued today Secretary 
Tracy directed an entire reorganization of 
the business methods of the Navy Depart- 
ment.

The Cruiser Yorktown to Be Tut in Dock 
and Wave Her Battery Tested.

He Bound His Followers by an Oath Not 
to Sign the Bill. 

Prine Rp AGency, Dak., June 27.—There 
has been a good deal of effective work done 
yesterday and today by talking with individ- 
ual Indians.

ill. This fact has been hinted at before in 
public council, but its true significance did 
not appear at the time. 


SEARCHING FOR BODIES IN THE WRECK. 


‘Twelve Corpses Recovered from the Debris 


at Latrobe—Progress of the Wreck. 

LATROBE, Pa., June 27.—At 11:30 o' clock to- 
day the bodies of J. E. Caldwell, the en- 
gineer, and G. F. Fralich, the fireman of 
the ill-fated freight, were founa lying 
alongside of the cab. Caldwell’s left 
arm and right leg were broken, 
and a gash several inches long 
was found in his forehead. Fralich’s breast 
was crushed, while ouner parts of his body 
were badly bruised. This makes twelve 
bodies so far recovered. Itis expected that 
others will be tound as soon the bottom of 
the creek is reached. 

The workmen atthe wreck have not yet 
succeeded in getting the engine outof the 
wreck. Near the engine is the immense 
siack pile trom which two or three bodies 
were taken out early yesterday morning, and 
when that is scattered it is probabie that 
others will be found. Work was suspended 
for the- night at 7 o’clock this evening.

| CRITICISING M. CONST ANS. 


A LIVELY SCENE IN THE FRENCH 
CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES. 


A Member of the Right Asks the Govern- 
ment to Explain the Recall of M. Rich- 
aud, Governor of Indo-China—An Inter- 
esting Discussion Follows—French Poll- 
ticilans Indulge in a War of Words—Cy- 
clists Visit the Wild West Show—Gen- 
eral Foreign News.

Paris, June 27.—The session of the Cham- 


der today was lively, owing to au ‘incident 


brought about by a Deputy of the Right, M. 
de Lamartiniere. During the debate on the 
colonial estimates De Lamartiniere asked 
the Government to furnish an explanation of 
its motives in relieving M. Richaud of his 
post as Governor General of Indo-China. 
Strange rumors about this affair were freely 
circulated. It is known that M. Richaud, 
who diced recently of Asiatic cholera while 


his predecessor in the governmentof Indo- 
China, M. Coustans, who is now Minister of 
the Interior. It is stated that M. Constans 
had caused Kichaud’s dismissal from the 
position of Governor Genera! in order to take 
his revenge for a report that the latter had 
made in May, 1888, to the Ministers ot Marine 
and Colonies in Floduet's Administration, in 
which he severely criticised the action of M. 
Constans when in Indo-China. - 

M. Richaud, it is said, officially informed 
the Government of certain acts of bribery in 
connection with M. Constans accusing him 
of having received presents, and more par- 
ticulariy of having accepted bribes in ex- 
change for his authorization to allow the 
public to play a popular local game. Of these 
circumstances and of the revelations said to 
have been made by Richaud, and supposed to 
have been the cause of his recall after the 
entrance of M. Constans into the Cabinet, it 
was that De Lamartiniere asked for an ex- 
dlanation from the Government. 

The facts alleged by De Lamartiniere are 
certainly serious, but they are not backed 
up by proof. He was obliged to place before 
the Chamber aseries of rumors that had 
long been circulated in public to prove his 
assertions. ‘The Cabinet, through its mouth- 
piece, M. Tirard, formally denied the accusa- 
tions repeated by M. de Lamartiniere. M. 
Tirard affirmed that M. Richaud’s dismissal 
was entirely due to differences of opinion 
- between him and the Government as to the 
policy to be pursued in Annam and Tonquin, 
M. Richaud having entertained on this sub 
ject ideas widely at variance from those of 
his predecessors. 

At one moment it looked as though M. de 
Laporte was going to introduce some new 
points into the debate. He is a sworn enemy 
of M. Constans and occupied the position of 
Under Secretary of State for the Colonies in 
May, ISI. when M. Richaud’s report reached 
the Colonial office. Every one thought when 
he rosc to speak that he would throw some 
light on the subject, but he confined himseif 
to àa rambling series of attacks on M. Con- 
stans. On being challenged to explain bim- 
self, M. de Laporte refused to do. so and 
ended up by announcing that his grievances 
against the Minister of the Interior, or rather 
against tne ex-Governor of Indo-China, were 
of a purely political nature. 

The discussion lasted for some time, but 
nothing came of it. 

Just now French political parties are sub- 
jet to a perfect epidemic of recrim:nation 
and defamation. Their motto appears to be 
‘**accuse one aaother.’”?’ M. Numa Gilly set 
the example, and the experiment cost him 
dearly enough.

Bnusszls, June 27.—At the opening of to- 
day’s session of the Chamber of Representa- 
tives M. Bernaert, Minister of Finance, pre- 
sented a bill authorizing the Government to 
participate by means of public subscriptions 
in the construction of the Congo Railway. 
The bill is in conformity with information con- 
cerning the Government’s intentions, which 
were made public some days ago. It author- 
izes the Belgian Government to subscribe to 
10,000,000 francs of the capital of tne com- 
pany. A report accompanying the bill sets 
forth that the present state of thingsin the 
Congo country 1s such as to give every possi- 
ble encouragement to capitalists to embark 
in the enterprise; that public peace is 
assured in tne country; that its com- 
merce is rapidly developing, and that the 
proposed railway will render the country 
flourishing. It is also added that the popu- 
lation has increased enormously and that the 
railway has become an imperative necessity. 
The bill contains a provision that at least 92 
per cent of the rolling stock and material 
used in construction, operauon, and main- 
tenance of the road shall be purchased in 
Belgium. The debate on the bill will take 
place next week, and according to all that I 
have been able to gather on the subject the 
Chamber appears to be disposed to vote in 
favor of it.

MR. PHELPS ON OUR FOREIGN POLICY. 


The Ex- Minister to England Gives His Ideas 
Regarding International Kelations. 

Boston, Mass., June 7. Edward J. Phelps, 
ex-Minister to Englaud, delivered the oration 
at the annual meeting of the Phi Beta Kappa 
Society today. 

Mr. Pheips’ oration dealt largely with in- 
ternational affairs. It was closeiy listened 
to and frequently interrupted by applause. 
The speaker combated the theory of the Earl 
of Lytton that principles of morality have 
no control in the intercourse of nations; that 
governments are neither capable of nor 
amenable to ethical rules, and are to be 
guided onlv by considerations of expediency, 
and that obligations based upon the material 
rights of man have uo place in determining 
the rules of international action.

STREATOR MINERS FIRM.’ 


LITTLE DISPOSITION TO LISTEN TO 
OVERTURES OF OPERATORS. 


Fairy Stories Put in Circulation of Large 
Subscriptions for Relief—A Publie Meet- 
ing Brought to an End by Rain Without 
Any Action Having Been Suggested— 
The District Convention to Meet Today 
—Stories of Suffering in Many Families. 


Streator, III., June 27.—[Special.]—The 
efforts of the business men of Streator to 
bring about an understanding between tne 
coal operators and the miners in this field 
have come to nothing, and the situation re- 
mainsunchanged. It is believed by many 
that the conference, so far from straightening 
matters out, has had a contrary effect. The 
men have been led to believe that popular 
Sympathy is with them, and stories of large 
subscriptions for their benefit have been in- 
dustriously circulated. At a public mecting 
held in the city park, wnich nearly the entire 
male population of Streator attended, 
Robert Reed of Braceville, the district 
President, said he bad received a letter 
from Chicago stating mat 515, 000 had been 
raised there. _ This naturally encouraged the 
men, and their temper showed clearly that 
overtures would not be listened to. Commit- 
teemen who have visited Chicago and Mil- 
waukee tell a different story, and report only 
a collection of about $200. Still the men are 
looking for further subscriptions, and tnere 
is no talk of giving in. At 2:30 this ufter- 
noon the public square was well filled with 
miners, probably about 1,200 being present. 
The meeting was called to order b¥ Wiltliam 
Sherman. Robert Reed, President of the II- 
linois National Progressive Union, said they 
hud met pursuant to adjournment, having the 
previous day heard the arguments of 
tbe operators. These he considered as 
being flimsy. Mr. Sweet had said 
that the Almighty had pluced the 
Northern IIlinois coal fields in imme- 
diate contiguity to the Chicago market and 
that it hud a rigut to monopolize that market. 
The speaker challenged the accuracy of 
some of the figures quoted by Mr. Sweet, 
especially with regard to freight rates. Some 
years ago Mr. Sweet was afraid of the com- 
petition of Pennsylvania and Ohio. Now he 
was afraid of Southern Illinois. It was not 
true that the Southern men had offered to 
sell coal in Chicago at $1.56 per ton, as stated 
by Mr. Sweet. The coal cost 70 cents at 
least on the bank, and the freight to Chicago 
from Mount Olive was $1.15, making the cost 
in Chicago $1.85. The cost of coal in Spring- 
fleld was not less than So cents at the bank 
and the freight $1.10. At Springfield there 
was a vein of coal six feet thick and no wuter 
in the mines. The Streator minés were not 
s0 easy to work. It was said that it 
cost 10 cents per ton for powder at 
Springtield, but the fact was that 
three tons of coal could be got in Spring field 
for one at Streator. The speaker claimed un- 
fairness in the screening of coal at this 
place as compared with others. The Spriny- 


field miners had no beds of clay to break | 


through when they lost coal. The speaker 
said the organ of tbe operators gave the quo- 
tations on coal in Chicago at from $2 to $2.75. 
Astothe claimof an overstock the same 
joufnal said there was almost a famine in 
bituminous coal.

They say that wages are low now and that at 
70 cents it would be harder still for the men 
to live, but they counsel submission ou the 
principle that half a loaf is better than no 
bread atall.

Oue or twoof the younger 
men want uese men called out, but they are 
overruied by the older heads, who recoguize 
the necessity of keeping the mines in going 
order. There has been no trouble or inter- 
ference with any one and none ts expected. 
A relief. committee sits daily in Leis Hall, 
and there arc a good many cases of distress, 
though nothing like those existing at Braid- 
wood, Coal City, and Spring Valley. The 
miners appear to think that at the other 
towns the operators will surrender and that 
Streator will follow, but there are none of 
them confident enough to prophesy that this 
town will be the first to go to work again. 
The mee are at present quite as determined 
as the operators, and the minority which fa- 
vors going to work at 70 cents is quite small. 
It has been suggested that a square vote of 
the miners should be taken by baliot, but so 
far no attempt has been made to test the 
feelings of the miners by this means. Presi- 
deut Reed declared today that Peru and 
some other piaces had gone to work at the 
old figures, but so far no confirmation of this 
has been received. 

A prominent citizen of this city in an inter- 
view tonight alleges that the Streator men 
have been made catspaws of by the delegates 
from Braidwood and Spring Vals. in pur- 
suance of à prepared plan for building up the 
Miners’ Progressive Union. This organiza- 
tion was formed by two men named Lewis 
and McBride. Lewis was Master Workman 
of District No. 135, K. of L., but as 
be antagonized T. V. Powderly he sought to 
rise through another organization, and thus 
the Miners’ Protective Association was 
formed. About the only way to give this a 
boom was by means of a strike, and this is 
alleged to have been carefully arranged in 
advance. It was seen that there was trouble 
ahead at Spring Valley, and when the con- 
vention was held the delegates trom that 
district joined with the Braidwood, outvoted 
the Streator delegates who were not favora- 
ble to a Strike, and got them to 
promise that the district should act 
as a unit. Then the strike was 
precipitated and the Streator men found 
themselves bound by their promise. The 
hope isentertained by many of those who 
now realize the magnitude of the troubie 
and the small hope of success that exists 
that the convention which meets here tomor- 
row may take action which will end the 


strike.

ANNEXATION CAMPAIGN ARGUMENTS, 


The Committees in Lake View, Cicero, 
and Hyde Park Doing Good Work. 
Yesterday afternoon every registered voter 
in Lake View received a letter inclosing two 
circulars and the following ticket: 
LAKE VIEW ANNEXATION TICKET. 
FOR ANNEXATION 
OF THE : 
CITY OF LAKE VIEW 
TO THE 
CITY OF CHICAGO. 


One of the circulars, signed by Messrs. 
Gould, Austrian, and De Lang, of the Execu- 
tive and Campaign Committees, sets forth in 
terse terms the reasons why the recipient of 


the ticket should vote lor annexation. 

The claim is made that by annexation taxes 
in Lake View will be reduced from 25 to 50 
per cent; that gas bills will be reduced 40 per 
cent; that there will be but one railroad and 
cable fare; that there will be more police- 
men and they will be better paid, and that 
hence protection to life and property will be 
more ample. The circular proceeds. 

There will be more fire engines and firemen at 
better. puy, consequently better fire protection 
and cheaper insurance. There will be an im- 
mense saving in the salaries of the high priced 
and useless city officials. We will retain our 
necessary town organization and town valua- 
tions. e will retain our schools and our teach- 
ers and obtain more schools and teachers with- 
out added cost to ourselves. We will no longer 
be obliged to drink our own sewage at the cost 
of the health and life ot those dear tous. We 
willoptain plenty of pure water without added 
cost to ourseives. We will obtain increased im- 
provement without extra cost to ourselves, and 
8 a net gain in value to our proper- 
ties. ur improvements will be made at 20 to 
W per cent less than at present, which is another 
net profit. 

The circular ends with the following ad- 
monitions: 

Vote early Saturday morning, June 29. Vote 
the ticket out of your pocket; you may get none 
at the polls. Vote! The officeholders say you will 
not take the trouble to vote. Vote for or against 
annexation, but vote anyway. 

The second circular meets all the false 
arguments of the Lake View “antis”’ and 
effectually disposes of them, and points to 
the following pregnant facts: 

In Lake View the city tax in 1887 was $1.85 
per $100 valuation; the average school tux (south 
ot North Fifty-ninth street) for the same year 
was $3.60 per 8100, and the high school tax was 
65 cents per $100, making a total rate for city and 
school purposes of $6.10 per $100 valuation. In 
1888 the city tax was $2.30, the average school 
rate south of Fifty-ninth street was $4.42, and the 
high school tax was 41 cents, making the total 
rate for city and school purposes $7.13 per 8100. 

In Chicago the items are not figured sepurate- 
ly, but the total rate in 1887 for city and school 
purposes was $3.47 andin 1888 $3.56 per $100 of 
valuation. 

in other words, the city and school rates of 
Lake View are nearly twice as high as Chicago! 


And if the present rate of increase in city taxes 


in Lake View is kept up in 1890 the rate for city 
and school purposes in Lake View will be more 
than double that of Chicago! Whenis this 
sort of thing going to stop? Are we getting the 
worth of our money in Lake View? Considering 
the inadequate supply of poor water we drink 
and use, the insufiicient police and fire protec- 
tion we get, the additional prices we have to 
pay for gas, for street-car fare, for interest on 
money borrowed, for everything, the foregoing 
figures say most emphatically, No, we are not! 

The circulars were widely discussed in 
Lake View last evening. They made an ex- 
cellent impression, and many votes for an- 
nexation were governed by their circulation. 

Leading residents of Lake View say there 
is no doubt about annexation. The only per- 
sons thatjare fighting it - are oflticehoiders, 
saioonkeepers, and professional politicians. 

There is much indignation among respect- 
able people in Lake View about the sbame- 
ful manner in which Mayor Boldenweck is 
conducting the campaign. The policemen 
and firemen were blackmailed Monday to the 
‘extent of $5 each for the anti-annexation 
fund. All the intelligent volicemen und fire- 
men are going to vote for annexation be- 
cause it will make their posiuons permanent 
and relieve them from the control of Bolden- 
weck and bis crowd. 

THE SITUATION IN CICERO. | 

Tnat portion of Cicero which it is proposed 
to unnex to Chicago tomorrow lies east of 
Robinson avenue and between Madison 
street and North avenue. It comprises the 
western half of the hamlet of oreland, 
which was recently swept by fire. The peo- 
ple residing within this district have care- 
fully considered the question in all its bear- 
ings and are fully convinced that it is to 
their best interests and weifare that they be- 
come partot the City of Chicago, and tney 
appeal to the otber voters of Ciceroto aid 
them by their votes.

One hundred and twenty-six voters, 
including the 118 original petitioners, are out 
in a card in which they most emphatically 
deny’ the truth of the report circulated by 
the ‘‘antis,’’ and protest that they are unan- 
imously in favor of annexation, and respect- 
fully ask all fair minded citizens of the Town 
of Cicero to aid them by voting for them to 
be annexed.”’

Inter-State Commission Hearing. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 27.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission today heard arguments 
in the case of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange 
versus the Illinois Central Railroad Company 
ana the case of the same complainant against 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans & Texas Pacific 
Railroad et al. ) 

The third case, that of the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange vs. The Louisville, New Orleans & 
Texas Railroad, was then taken up. The charge 
in this case is that this company, with head- 
quarters at Memphis, Tenn, has given 
and does give an undue and unreasonabie 
advantage to exporters of cotton in Memphis 
und has at the same time subjected exporters of 
cotton in New Orleans to undue and unreasona- 
ble disadvantage in the transportation of cotton, 
and has been guilty of undue discrimination 
against the business of traffic of mer- 
chants at New Orleans; tnut the rail 
road company has given and 1s giv- 
ing to exporters of cotton in Memphis, 
Tenn., a less through rate to Liverpool via New 
Orleans than can be secured by exporters in 
New Orleans who buy in Memphis and pay the 
local rate to New Orleans of $1 per bale and then 
pay the current seagoing rate from New Orleans 
to Liverpool. A aumber of depositions were 
filed in this case and arguments made. The com- 
mission then took the three cases under advise- 
ment. 


The Omaha Rates. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 27.— Special.] — 
State Auditor T. H. Benton of Nebraska, who is 
also a member of the Board of Transportation 
of that State, is in St. Paul. He says the report 
from Lincoln yesterday to the effect that the 
board has ordered a reduction of 40 to 0 per 
cent in all classes of freight in the case against 
the Omaha Railroad is a mistake. The board 
could not do anything in the matter, as two or 
three of the members are away from the State. 
It was not improbable, however, that the Sec 
retary had recommended a reduction in the coal 
rate, and the report of a general reduction, it 
is likely, sprung from that fact.

INSECTS AT WORK IN THE CORN. 


Farmers in Iowa Discover a New Pest—The 
Green Midge in Michigan. 

WATERLOO. Ia., June 27.—| Special. ]—Farmers 
from different parts of this county report that a 
strange insect has been found at work in the 
corntields. It is a small green bug, which works 
at the roots of the corn and seems to destroy its 
vitality. The ground in some fields appears to be 
fairly alive with these pests. Undera magnify- 
ing glass they are found to have heads armed 
with pinchers, between which is a sort of probos- 
cis that is used to puncture the stalk. Corn at- 
tacked by these pesis turns yellow ana ceases to 
grow, and u large number of flelds have been at- 
tacked. 

HILLSDALE, Mich., June 27.—(Special.]—The 
green midge, which has made its appearance in 
the wheat flelds of other counties in Southern 
Michigan, has been discovered in the vicinity of 
Hillsdale City. It is found in the heads of the 
grain, from which it sucks the sap. Otherwise 
the fields promise an abundant yield. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., June 27.—Reports have been 
received from Winona County of great damage 
to crops and dwellings by hau yesterday. Win- 
ter wheat und rye on many farms were destroyed. 
Corn in places was washed out of or beaten into 
the ground. Dry runs were swollen into rivers. 

ST. PAUL. Minn., June 27.—[Special.}—Dis- 
couraging reports on the outlook for the spring 
wheat crop have been received today from Or- 
tonville, Crookston, St. Vincent, Hollogk, and 
Moorhead, located in Northern and Western 
Minnesota. Unless rain falls at once more than 
one-half of the grain sown in this county—and 
this county is in filly as good condition as any 
of the eleven counties which comprise the Red 
River Valley in Minnesota and Dakota—will not 
be hurvested because there will not be enough 
grain to pay the expenses of harvesting.

WHISKY TRUST SHARES. 


CERTIFICATES START OFF WELL ON 
THE STOCK EXCHANGE, 


Combines Show Their Defiance of All Ee 
forts to Smash Their Organizations— 
Monongahela River Coal Operators to 
Consolidate and Advance the Price of 
Coal—The Standard Oil Company to As- 
sist the Schemers—Oil Brokers Bewil- 
dered by the New Rules. 

New YorK, June 27.—[{Special.]|—The Distil- 
lers’ and Cattle Feeders’ Trust had for the first 
time this morning their certificates upon the un 
listed securities list of the New York Stock Ex- 
change and had sold more than 1,000 of them at 
44 before noon. Mr. James Weeks, the Chair- 


man of the unlisted stocks, expressed himself 
as pleased with such a remarkable start. 


When seen at his office Mr. Weeks told a re-' 


porter that, although that kind of securities 
have no authority on the exchange, they are, 
however. registered and recognized by its mem- 
bers. Mr. Weeks did not know anything about 
the new trust except that it has still no reg- 
ular office in this city, but does its transfers 
through the Chase National Bank. 

Mr. F. O. Boyd, who, besides being the general 
manager of the American Export & Warehouse 
Company, is the Chairmanof the Produce Ex- 


change Committee on Distilled Spirits, and con- 


sequently an authority on the subject, supplied 
the following interesting information: 

It is a mistake.“ said he, “to think that the 
Cattie Trust which exists in the West, with Mr. 
Armour at its head, has anything to do with the 
Distillers’ and Cattle Feeders’.Trust which has 
made its appearance on the Stock Exchange 
boards. The latter is an entirely distinct organ- 
ization, whichwas started about two years ago 
in Peoria, III., with a capital of $82,000,000. It 
embraces all the distillery companies of Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, and Nebras- 
ka, with the only exception of three large con- 
cerns in Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. Paul. The 
trust has bought in 120 distilleries. It is essen- 
tially a whisky trust, although it does not pro- 
duce any whisky by itself. It deals in spirits and 
alcohols proper, all made from Indian corn, and 
it is because distillers sell the swill and fatten- 
ing refuse of their grain to cattle raisers that it 
is also called a * cattle feeders’ trust.“ 

The trade in whisky trusts is simply another 
note of defiance to those who are seeking to have 
the courts and law-making bodies break up such 
combinations. When Judge Barrett delivered 
his opinion a few months ago in the North River 
Sugar Refining case it was supposed that the 
days of the Sugar Trust were ended. But since 
that time its certificates have advanced fifty 
points. The decision ot a Lovisiana court a 
week ago against the Cotton Oil Trust had no 
effect whatever on the profits of that concern. 
The admission of the Whisky Trust certificates 
tor sale among the unlisted stocks of the Stock 
Exchange indicates the opinion of the managers 
of that body of the efforts to break up the trusts. 


TO FORM A BIG COAL COMBINE, 


Monongahela River Operators to Consoll- 
date and Advance Prices. 

PITTSBURG, Pa, June 27.—[{Special.]—Tne 
Monongahela River coal operators are about to 
consolidate and form one gigantic company, con- 
trolling the entire output of the Monongahela 
River mines and a large portion, if not all, of 
the output of the Kanawha. The Standard Oil 
Company has offered to take a big block of 
stock in the proposed new company. Some 
officials of the Standard Company have been 
seen, and they promised to furnish all 
the money that was required. The smaller 
coal operators do not care how soon the 
combination is formed, and will gladly dispose of 
their property at a fair price, but they will not 
sell at asacrifice. They have not as vet given 
much inside information concerning the consoli- 


- Gation of interests furtner than that such a move 


is on foot. One of the objects is to advance the 
price of coal. The Pittsburg & Southern Coal 
Company is at the head of the movement 
and practically controls the output of the 
Monongahela mines now, but the individual 
members make their own price at all points be- 
low, with the exception of New Orleans.

NEW YORK, June 27.—The new rules providing 
for dealing in petroleum for future delivery on 
the Consolidated Exchange were put in effect to- 
day, and resulted in completely bewildering the 
brokers around the oilring. The sales made in 
the regular way were for July delivery. The 
first transaction made was at 9186 cents, and 
then no sale was made until 922% cents was bid. 
The first sale for cash was made at 925% cents, and 
after that bids and offers were so far apart that 
but little business could be transacted. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 7.— The new rules pro- 
viding for trading in petroleum futures went into 
effect today and aompletely upset things at the 
Petroleum Exchange, The brokers did not seem 
to understand the new system, and but little 
business was transacted. The range of values 
up to noon was only one cent. 


VARIETY IN THE WHEAT PIT, 


A Decided Drop Follows the Bulge That 
Occurred Early in the Week. 

If variety is the spice of life then wheat spec- 
ulators are at present having a spicy time. 

On Wednesday prices went up as if hitched to 
a balloon, while today they dropped as if at- 
tached to a navigater's plummet. The first 
prices showed a decline since the close of the 
previous day of one cent per bushel, and in the 
course of the day a further decline of seven- 
eights cent took place, July closing at 791 cents, 
and December at 793% cents, against 81% cents on 
the day before. The crop report has consider- 
ably changed, and instead of a yield of from 
520,000. 000 to 550,000,000 bushels something nearer 
485,000,000 is the present outlook. Russtan crop 
prospects were still reported to be poor, and the 
export demand at the seaboard and the home 
consumption requirements continued to make 
heavy inroads on the present limited stocks in 
store. The drop in prices was due chiefly to the 
free realizing by the longs yesterday on the ad- 
vance ana the natural reaction which usually 
follows a three or four days’ steady progression 
in either direction. Foreign news was less en- 
couraging to holders. English and French mar- 
kets were easier, and the speck of war which the 
speculators thought they saw in Wednesday’s 
European advices proved an illusion,

JOHNSTOWN APPEALS FOR FUNDS, 


The Relief Committee Represents That the 
Money Contributed Has Not Been Sent. 
JouNsTowN, Pa., June 27.—A circular has 

been issued signed by James McMillen, 
Chairman, and Cyrus Elder, Secretary of 
the Johnstown Finance Committee, appeal- 
ing to committees throughout the country 
holding funds for the relief of the survivors 
of the flood to send them forward for imme- 
diate distribution. The circular says: 

„We have waited anxiously for some move- 
ment on the part of the cqmmittees through- 
out the country having large sums of money 
in their hands which would indicate what 
disposition they intend to make of those 
funds. Wecan wait no longer. The neces- 
sity is so great that our committee has been 
obliged to adopt a plan for using its last pit- 
tance of money for the immediate relief of 
the sufferers. The sum which will be given 
to each will be necessarily small, but it will 
inspire them with the bope that the larger 
amounts of money contributed for tneir re- 
lief may speedily become available. We 
urge you to send your fund here for local dis- 
tribution, and to send with it some trust- 
worthy representative Whom we will add to 
our committee, giving him full power to 
speak for the fund vou contribute. We urge 
you to send some one prepared to stay with 
us for at least sixty days; if not a volunteer, 
then some one whom you can employ and 
pay for his services. We may add that our 
plan has been submitted to a meeting of the 
citizens, and has met with their unqualifiea 
and unanimous approval. Please let us hear 
from you quickly.’ 


William MeCreery Says Enough Money Is 
Subscribed—An Appeal for Aid. 

William McCreery of the Pittsburg Relief 
Committee was one of the Mayor’s visitors 
yesterday. He said to the Mayor: 

From the time the Pittsburg Committee 
went into the Conemaugh Valley until the 
present there has been no suffering that 
money or labor could prevent. The people 
there have had everything that money could 
supply, and the work of clearing away the 
débris has gone on until now the channel 
has been opened and the main street cleared. 
Up to the present time we have spent nearly 
$100,000 for labor and about $125,000 for re- 
lief. The former will be repaid by the Gov- 
ernor. We had collected $650,000 when I 
left, and I believe when all subscriptions are 
paid our fund will reach $750,000, The sub- 
scriptions to the Governor and other com- 
mittees will raise this to 2,000, 000, and the 
$1,000,000 subscribed by the State Govern- 
ment will make a total of $3,000,000 in round 
numbers. The Pittsburg Committee has 
now practically retired from tbe fiela.”’ 

Mr. McCreery said that as mucu had been 
subscribed as was necessary, not as much as 
the loss, but enough to give the people cour- 
age to start again. To estimate the loss of 
life was purely guesswork. 

It is safe to put it at 5,000,” he continued. 
“There were few persons away from their 
homes. It had been raining so long and the 
waters were so high before the break of the 
dam that nearly all the children were at home 
when the great accident occurred. There 
were 1,800 houses destroyed, and placing the 
number in each house at the low estimate of 
turee we would have over 5,000.“ 

The dam which broke and which has been 
said to have been a menace to the people of 
Johnstown had not been thought of by the 
people. Many persons did not kuow of the ex- 
istence of the dam, and those that did re- 
garded it as perfectly. safe, 

There have been 2,000 bodies recovered 
and buried, and one mass of ruin which 
burned to che water’s edge was filled with 
human remains.“ 

Was the money in the hands of the Pitts- 
burg committee subscribed for the sufferers 
at lurge or fortnose in the Conemaugh Val- 
ley?’ was asked. 

For Jounstown and the valley,“ said Mr. 
McCreery. 

*“ Tnen all of that fund will go to the poo- 
ple in Central Penasylvania?”’ 

„Ves. There isa portion of the Govern- 
or’s tund whichis for the eastern portion. 
Ours will be spent largely in replacing the 
1,800 houses destroyed. Some will be tem- 
porary and some permanent. Many persons 
are anxious to get substantial homes and pay 
the difference back to the committee. That 
we are in favor of. We hgure on each house 
averaging $200, with #100 for furniture. That 
will just about absorp the funds in our 
hands. 

Ihe Mayor received a letter from the 
Johnstown committee yesterday stating that 
the need for money was pressing. The com- 
mittee had decided to divide the funds in its 
possession among the survivors, hoping 
thereby to encourage them in rebuilding 
their homes, and also to induce relief com- 
mittees throughout the land to remit the 
subscriptions in their hands. The letter 
stated cnat money was required to enable 
the people to patronize the merchants who 
were trying to build up the commercial in- 
terests of tne town, and that unless funds 
were received the shopkeepers would fail 
and general destitution ensue. 

The relief fund was increased yesterday by 
these subscriptions: B. 8. Sweeney, $8; Inter 
Ocean fund, $320; Herald fund, $20; Dinges 
Manufacturing Co., 850; Willoughby, Hili & 
Co., $100; F. M. Atwood, 825; Stuyvesant 
Fish, $74; Universalist Church, Woodlawn, 
$8; employés of Giles Bros. & Co., $51.50; 
total to date, $124,916.33. 


THOMAS E. SHERMAN TO BE A PRIEST, 


The Veteran General's Eldest Son to Be 
Ordained at Philadelphia Next Week. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 27.— Thomas 

Ewing Sherman of Woodstock College, How- 

ard County, Maryland, will receive the 

orders of sub-deacon, deacon, and priesthood 

Friday, Saturday, and Sunday of the co.ning 

week. Archbishop Ryan: will confer the 

orders in hisown private chapel, and only 

Bishops, prominent members of the clergy, 

and tne friends and relatives of the young 

Jesuit will be present. Waile in this city 

the young priest will be the guest of tne 

Fathers of the Church of Jesu, Seventeenth 

and Stiles streets. 

Thomas E. Sherman, the eldest son of Gen. 
William T. Sherman, was born in Lancaster, 
O., in 1856. He was graduated in elementary 
studies at Georgetown College, D. C., in 1875. 
After his classical course he entered Yale and 
took a two years’ scientific course. He then 
began the study of law at the request of his 
father. and after he was graduated he went 
abroad with his father. ln England he en- 
tered the Novitiate of the Society of Jesus, 
at Rochampton. According to the constitu- 
tion of the Society of Jesus the candidate on 
entering the novitiate is given a period of 
two years to reflect on the career upun which 
he is about toenter. At the end of this time, 
if the candidate still wishes to persevere, he 
is allowed to make his first vows of poverty, 
chastity, and obedience. He then devotes 
five years to study and several years to 
teaching. 3 

Mr. Sherman from Rochampton came to 
Woodstock, the leading Jesuit House of 
Studies in the United States. He was sub- 
sequently sent to the Jesuit College at 
Detroit. where he was Protessor of Pnysics 
and Chemistry. He was then sent to St. 
Louis University as Professor of Literature 
for one year, and then returned to Wood- 
stock. There he has remained for two years. 
Aiter ordination he will spend two more 
years in the study of theology. Mr. Sherman 
has written for. several Magazines and is an 
eloquent aud pleasing speaker.

Messrs. Frederick’ A. Packard and Perry A.

George, the elder of the two brothers, soon 
became well known owing to his peculiarities 
and escapades. He was a familiar figure in 
Westminster street, where his dudish ap- 
— was remarkable and his general 
emeanor made him conspicuous. In 1868 he 
seriously assaulted a fellow student named 
England, who complained to the police about 
him. A warrant was issued and placed in 
the hands of an officer, who paid many visits 
to the usiversity to arrest the student. 
After soms time Hitchcock became 
tired of playing hide and seek and con- 
sulted the late Judge Knowles, who arranged 
for the attendance of his client in court 
when the officer could arrest him and he 
could be tried. This course was pursued 
aud the student paid his fine, after which he 
secured the warrant, which he had framed 
and hung up in his college room until he 
graduated in 1869. His next escapade was a 
journey out west, where he became engaged 
to a young lady, but deserted her and came 
to Providence. When he returned to Provi- 
dence he studied art, but with the exception 
of obtaining credit from Westminster street 
tradesmen he did not appear to make much 
progress. Upon one of his Bohemian excur- 
sions he made the acquaintance of his pres- 
ent wife and much astonished his brother 
artists when he returned to the city and in- 
troduced her as Mrs. George Hitchcock.

The Cherokees 
are as strong in their belief in education as Bos- 
tonians, and you will find very few Cherokee la- 
dies of the upper classes who are not fully e —

Our people are romantic 
To find the 
English and French classics in a Cherokee’s 
house, in the Nation, is a common thing as is 
the presence of a — piano and a rack full of 
classical music. very Cherokee of schoo! age 
speaks at least two languages, and we haze sev- 
eral among us who are excellent linguists. I 
trust to-see in the not distant future a differ- 
ent impression from that which now exists, 
and I hope that the absurd idea that a Cher- 
okee must necessarily be a wild being will 
soon disappear. I do not think the hospitality 
of the Cherokees has ever been called into 
question, and we are always happy to 
entertain ladies and gentlemen from the States 
who desire to study our institutions. Come and 

visit us. and I think if you also are labo 
under the crude ideas which appear to prevai 
with your people you will be agreeabiy sur- 
prised at your entertainment and the education, 
calture, and aceful manners of our better 
class. You will find our best people equal in 
courtesy, polish, and education, to your own, and 
our less fortunate people no more ignorant or

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets sold off yester- 
day. Fine weather was too much forthe bulls, 
in the absence of support from the outside. and 
there was not much of that. The Board of Trade 
markets have recently suffered for lack of ex- 
terior patronage, and the crop excitement of 
the current week has not effected much change 
in this particular. The local trade has been 
largely left to itself, and therefore the volume of 
trading is limſted. Probably it is considerably 
less than it would be but for the cutting down of 
quotations which was aecidéd on with reference 
to certain court proceedings now pending. 

King of Toledo summarizes the information ob- 
tained from about 3.200 correspondents who 
were asked to tell what they knew of the condi- 
tion of winter wheat. He says Kansas and Mis- 
souri report the best prospect they ever had at 
this time of year. Michigan, Ohio, and Illinois 
have good prospects, and those of Indiana are 
the worst, with some reports of damage by in- 
sects. Prospects are better than three weeks 
ago, exceptin Kansas and Missouri, where they 
could not be improved, and they are much better 
than a year ago in all the States namea. . 

The Cincinnati Price Current does not presen 
such a rosy view of the situation. It thinks the 
condition of the winter wheat may be represent- 
ed by 90 per cent of a normal 5 corre- 
sponding to a total crop of about 300,000,000 bu 
winter wheat and to a little less than 500,000,000 
for both winter and spring. Advices from the 
Northwest do not warrant the hope of a fuN weed 
there by any means. Pillsbury is quoted as esti- 
mating that the crop of Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas will not exceed 60,000,000 bu, which is near- 
ly 10 per cent less than was credited officially to 
that section for last year. The latest news told 
of hot winds in the Northwest. 

The Pacific coast is reported to have been vis- 
ited this week by heavy rains, and this is near 
the middle of its dry season. Another instance 
of the contrariness of meteorological conditions 
that distinguishes the current year. :
